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PREFACE 

To  promote  the  orderly,  reverent,  and  edifying  conduct  of 
Public  Worship  and  other  Services  of  the  Church,  in  keeping 
with  historical  standards,  is  the  ruling  purpose  of  the  present 
book.  A  Common  Order  in  the  government  of  the  Church  is 
recognized  in  every  Christian  communion  ;  and  a  Common 
Order  in  regular  Church  Worship  and  Offices,  without  rigid 
uniformity,  is  correspondingly  desirable,  in  so  far  as  it  is  practic 
able.  The  freedom  of  the  Spirit  in  fresh  spontaneous  expressions 
of  devotion  must  ever  be  welcomed  and  conserved.  The  Forms 
of  Service  here  following  are  not  intended  to  restrict  the  exercise 
of  such  freedom.  They  are  meant  to  be  suggestive,  to  supply 
in  specimens  a  standard  and  guide  for  Ministers,  being  at  the 
same  time  corrective  of  irregular  or  extravagant  effusions  and 
of  individual  aberrations  in  the  conduct  of  Church  ordinances. 

This  book  has  been  prepared  by  the  Public  Worship  Committee 
appointed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  Canada,  arid  has  received  the  '  general  approval  '  of  the 
Assembly  '  for  voluntary  use  '. 

Orders  for  Church  Services  and  Offices  may  follow  either  of 
two  different  types.  One  of  these  is  mainly  based  upon  older 
historical  models  and  materials,  hallowed  by  ancient  or  continuous 
use.  The  other  is  generally  cast  in  more  modern  terms  of  expres 
sion,  and  makes  use  of  more  recent  compositions,  which  are  at 
the  same  time  fittingly  devotional  and  dignified.  In  keeping 
with  this  distinction,  alternative  Services  for  Public  Worship 
and  for  several  Offices  are  provided  in  the  present  volume.  The 
one  or  the  other  may  be  used  as  found  suitable  in  different 
congregations  and  upon  different  occasions. 

We  have  made  a  liberal  draft  upon  prayers  which  are  part 
of  the  common  inheritance  of  the  'Christian  Church,  or  which 
have  established  their  value  through  widespread  use.  Some  of 
these  have  become  generally  known  through  recognized  Prayer 
Books,  but  they  were  mostly  drawn  from  earlier  sources  and  are 
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common  property.  Many  other  prayers  have  been  derived, 
either  from  kindred  Service  Books,  or  from  individual  sources, 
mostly  outside  the  Committee,  sometimes  from  its  members. 

In  view  of  the  representative  character  of  the  prayers  here 
garnered,  from  many  quarters  and  periods  of  time,  the  hope  is 
cherished  that  this  book,  with  slight  adjustment  of  terms  in 
certain  Forms,  may  be  found  useful  beyond  as  well  as  within 
the  communion  for  which  it  was  initially  prepared,  and  may 
promote  Christian  unity  through  the  cultivation  of  a  community 
of  soul  and  spiritual  expression  in  Divine  Worship  among 
Christian  people.  Exemplifying  the  catholicity  of  the  contents 
of  the  book,  there  are  in  the  four  Orders  for  Public  Worship 
prayers  derived  from  ancient  liturgies  associated  with  St.  James, 
St.  Mark,  St.  Basil,  and  St.  Chrysostom,  from  Alcuin,  from 
Calvin,  and  Cranmer,  and  from  several  recognized  Ministers 
and  Authors  of  our  own  generation. 

We  have  to  make  grateful  acknowledgement  of  indebtedness 
to  outstanding  Service  Books,  such  as  The  Book  of  Common 
Prayer  ;  Euchologion  :  A  Book  of  Common  Order  ;  The  Book  of 
Common  Worship  ;  as  well  as  to  the  original  Book  of  Common 
Order  known  as  John  Knox's  Liturgy,  and  to  The  Westminster 
Directory.  In  the  list  of  Sources  given  in  an  Appendix  we  make 
acknowledgment  of  the  authorship  of  individual  prayers,  in 
so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  ascertain  the  same. 

Our  hope  is  that  these  forms  of  prayer,  the  select  outcome  of 
so  many  prayers,  may  beget  more  prayers  among  us,  and  lead 
many  to  train  themselves  in  the  suitable  expression  of  common 
prayer,  as  the  ever-present  Spirit  of  the  Lord  may  teach  us  to 
pray.

AN  ORDER  FOR  PUBLIC  WORSHIP 

MORNING  SERVICE.  I 

The  Congregation  being  assembled,  Public  Worship 
shall  begin  with  a  Call  to  Worship  by  the  Minister 
after  this  manner,  the  People  reverently  standing  : 

WE  have  not  an  high  priest  which  cannot  be 
touched  with  the  feeling  of  our  infirmities  ; 
but  was  in  all  points  tempted  like  as  we  are,  yet 
without  sin.  Let  us  therefore  come  boldly  unto  the 
throne  of  grace,  that  we  may  obtain  mercy,  and 
find  grace  to  help  in  time  of  need. 

Then,  the  People  still  standing,  a  Prayer  of  Invo 
cation  and  Humble  Access  shall  be  said,  after  this 
manner  (cf.  also  pp.  41-4)  : 

OGOD  of  Light,  Father  of  Life,  Giver  of  Wis 
dom,  Benefactor  of  our  souls,  who  givest  grace 
to  the  faint-hearted  that  put  their  trust  in  Thee  ; 
O  Sovereign  Lord,  who  hast  brought  us  from  the 
depths  of  darkness  to  light,  and  hast  given  us  life 
from  death:  scatter,  we  beseech  Thee,  the  darkness 
of  sin  within  us  ;  enlighten  the  eyes  of  our  under 
standing  that  we  may  see  Thy  glory  ;  and  sanctify 
us  in  body,  soul,  and  spirit,  that  we  may  be  accepted 
in  Thy  presence  :  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

Here,  and  at  the  end  of  all  other  prayers,  the  People 
are  to  say,  Amen. 
A  Psalm  or  Hymn  of  Worship  shall  now  be  sung. 

Then,  the  People  reverently  bowing  down,  Prayers  of 
Confession  of  Sins,  Petition  for  Pardon,  and  Sup 
plication  shall  be  said,  after  this  manner  (cf.pp.  44-58): 
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FIRST  MORNING  SERVICE 

Let  us  pray. 

Confession       "INTERNAL   and   most   merciful   Fa- 
and  JtLther,  we  acknowledge  and  confess 

Petition  for     before  Thy  holy  majesty  that  we  are 
Pardon.  sinners  unable  of  ourselves  to  do  that 

which  is  good,  transgressing  continually 
Thy  holy  precepts,  and  by  Thy  just  judgments 
deserving  of  condemnation.  We  beseech  Thee  to 
shew  Thy  mercy  upon  us,  to  forgive  us  all  our  sins, 
and  so  increase  Thy  Holy  Spirit  within  us  that 
we,  acknowledging  with  contrite  hearts  our  un 
righteousness,  and  renouncing  our  sins,  may  bring 
forth  such  fruits  as  may  be  agreeable  to  Thy  most 
blessed  will  :  through  Jesus  Christ  our  only 
Saviour. 

O   MERCIFUL  Father,  graciously  declare  unto 
us  Thy  people,  being  penitent,  the  absolution 
and  remission  of  our  sins,  according  to  Thy  Word 
spoken  of  old  :   I  have  blotted  out  as  a  thick  cloud 
thy  transgression,  and  as  a  cloud  thy  sins. 

Supplica-     /^\   GOD,  who    hast   taught    us    to    be 
tions.  vy  careful   for    nothing,  but    in    every 

thing,  by  prayer  and  supplication  with 
thanksgiving,  to  make  known  our  requests  unto 
Thee,  give  ear  unto  our  prayer,  and  attend  to  the 
voice  of  our  supplication. 

God  of  all  power  and  glory,  who  hast  not 
appointed  us  unto  wrath,  but  to  obtain  salvation 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  perfect  and  fulfil 
in  us,  we  beseech  Thee,  the  work  of  Thy  redeeming 
mercy.  Guide  us  evermore  in  the  way  of  peace. 
Help  us  to  overcome  the  world.  Give  us  courage 
to  confess  Christ  always,  and  patience  to  endure  in 
His  service  to  the  end,  that  we  may  finish  our  course 
with  joy. 
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Here  may  be  introduced  any  other  subject  for  suppli 
cation  (cf.  pp.  48-58). 

ALMIGHTY  God,  the  fountain  of  all  wisdom,  who 
jr\  knowest  our  necessities  before  we  ask,  and 
our  ignorance  in  asking  :  we  beseech  Thee  to  have 
compassion  upon  our  infirmities;  and  those  things 
which  for  our  unworthiness  we  dare  not,  and  for 
our  blindness  we  cannot  ask,  vouchsafe  to  give  us, 
for  the  worthiness  of  Thy  Son  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord. 

Now  unto  the  King  eternal,  immortal,  invisible, 
the  only  wise  God,  be  honour  and  glory  for  ever 
and  ever.  Amen. 

Then  shall  be  read  the 

First  Scripture  Lesson,  before  'which  the  Minister  or 
other  reader  shall  say — 

Hear  the  Word  of  God  as  it  is  written  in  ... 
chapter  ...  at  the  .  .  .  verse.  At  the  end  of  the 
Lesson  he  may  say — May  God  bless  to  us  the 
reading  of  His  Holy  Word. 

Or  the  Reading  may  be  Concerted  or  Respon 
sive,  to  be  followed,  when  the  Psalms  are  used,  with 
the  Gloria — Glory  be  to  the  Father,  and  to  the 
Son,  and  to  the  Holy  Ghost  :  as  it  was  in  the 
beginning,  is  now,  and  ever  shall  be,  world 
without  end.  Amen. 

A  Hymn  or  Canticle  shall  then  be  sung. 
Then  shall  be  read  the 

Second  Scripture  Lesson,  before  which  the  Minister  or 
other  reader  shall  say — 

Hear  the  Word  of  God  as  it  is  written  in  ... 
chapter  ...  at  the  .  .  .  verse.  At  the  end  of  the 
Lesson  he  shall  say — May  God  bless  to  us  the 
reading  of  His  Holy  Word.

FIRST  MORNING  SERVICE 

The  Apostles'  Creed  may  here  be  recited  by  Minister 
and  People  together,  all  standing,  or  the  Te  Deum 
Laudamus  (as  in  the  Book  of  Praise)  may  be  sung 
or  said — 

I  BELIEVE  in  God  the  Father  Almighty,  Maker 
of  heaven  and  earth  ; 

And  in  Jesus  Christ  His  only  Son  our  Lord,  who 
was  conceived  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  born  of  the  Virgin 
Mary,  suffered  under  Pontius  Pilate,  was  crucified, 
dead,  and  buried  ;  He  descended  into  hell  ;  the 
third  day  He  rose  again  from  the  dead ;  He  ascended 
into  heaven,  and  sitteth  on  the  right  hand  of  God 
the  Father  Almighty;  from  thence  He  shall  come 
to  judge  the  quick  and  the  dead. 

I  believe  in  the  Holy  Ghost  ;  the  Holy  Catholic 
Church  ;  the  Communion  of  Saints  ;  the  Forgive 
ness  of  sins  ;  the  Resurrection  of  the  body  ;  and 
the  Life  everlasting.  Amen. 

A  Hymn  shall  follow,  if  the  Te  Deum  has  not  been  sung. 
Then,  the  People  reverently  bowing  down,  Prayers 
of  Thanksgiving  and  Intercession  shall  be  said, 
after  this  manner  (cf.  also  pp.  58-71)  :

but  above  all  for  Thine  inestimable  love  in  the 
redemption  of  the  world  by  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
for  the  means  of  grace  and  for  the  hope  of  glory. 
And  we  beseech  Thee,  give  us  that  due  sense  of  all 
Thy  mercies,  that  our  hearts  may  be  unfeignedly 
thankful,  and  that  we  shew  forth  Thy  praise,  not 
only  with  our  lips,  but  in  our  lives  ;  by  giving  up 
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ourselves  to  Thy  service,  and  by  walking  before 
Thee  in  holiness  and  righteousness  all  our  days  : 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  to  whom  with  Thee 
and  the  Holy  Ghost  be  all  honour  and  glory,  world 
without  end. 

Inter-  y^v  GOD,  who  hast  taught  us  by  Thy 
cession.  \Jholy  Apostle  that  we  should  make 
intercession  for  all  men,  mercifully  hear 
the  petitions  which  we  offer  on  their  behalf. 

O  Thou  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
whom  Thou  hast  exalted  to  be  Head  over  all :  cause 
Thy  blessing,  we  beseech  Thee,  to  rest  upon  the 
Church  which  He  has  purchased  with  His  most 
precious  blood.  Illumine  her  Ministers  with  the 
knowledge  and  understanding  of  Thy  Word.  Send 
down  the  healthful  dew  of  Thy  grace  upon  all  her 
congregations.  Clothe  her  with  the  beauty  of  holi 
ness  and  peace.  Reveal  Thy  glory  ameng  all 
nations.  Send  the  light  of  Thy  gospel  to  the  dark 
places  of  the  earth ;  call  back  to  Thy  fold  those  who 
have  wandered  therefrom.  And  bring  in  speedily 
the  full  victory  of  Thine  everlasting  kingdom  : 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

Almighty  God,  King  of  kings  and  Lord  of  lords, 
from  whom  proceedeth  all  power  in  heaven  and  on 
earth:  most  heartily  we  beseech  Thee  to  look  with 
favour  upon  his  majesty  the  King  and  upon  all 
members  of  the  Royal  Family,  upon  the  Governor 
General,  the  legislature  and  the  magistrates  of  this 
Dominion.  Imbue  all  in  authority  with  the  spirit 
of  wisdom,  goodness,  and  truth  ;  and  so  rule  their 
hearts  and  bless  their  endeavours,  that  law  and 
order,  justice  and  peace  may  everywhere  prevail. 

OGOD,  the  Father  of  all  mankind,  we  implore 
Thy  mercy  in  behalf  of  all  classes  and  con 
ditions  of  men  ;    that  it  may  please  Thee  to  visit 
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them  with  Thy  most  compassionate  help,  according 
to  their  manifold  necessities. 

Especially  we  beseech  Thee  to  shew  Thy  pity 
upon  all  widows  and  orphans,  upon  all  prisoners 
and  captives,  upon  all  sick  and  dying  persons,  upon 
all  who  are  desolate  or  sore  afflicted  in  any  way, 
upon  all  who  are  persecuted  for  righteousness' 
sake,  and  upon  any  such  known  to  ourselves  whom 
we  name  in  our  hearts  before  Thee.  (Here  let  there 
be  a  moment  of  prayer  in  silence.}  Enable  them  to  look 
unto  Thee,  O  most  merciful  Father,  and  to  call 
upon  Thy  Name,  that  they  may  find  Thee  a  present 
Saviour  in  their  affliction  and  distress  ;  and  let  it 
please  Thee  to  deliver  them  and  to  raise  them  up 
in  due  time,  giving  them  patience  under  all  their 
sufferings,  the  rich  comfort  of  Thy  grace  here  below, 
and  eternal  rest  with  Thee  in  heaven  :  through  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Thanksgiving  T)LESSED     Lord,     with     whom     do 
for  the  J3  l*ve  tne   spirits   of  those   departed 

faithful  in  the  faith,  and  who  hast  said  unto  us 

Departed.  by  Thy  Spirit,  Blessed  are  the  dead 
which  die  in  the  Lord  :  enable  us  to 
be  followers  of  them  as  they  were  followers  of 
Christ;  and  so  to  run  our  race  with  patience,  and 
to  fight  the  good  fight  of  faith,  that,  our  course 
being  finished  and  our  warfare  accomplished,  we 
may  join  the  innumerable  company  of  the  redeemed  : 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  who  ever  liveth  and 
reigneth  with  the  Father  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  world 
without  end.  Amen. 

Then   may  follow    the   Lord's    Prayer,    said  by 
Minister  and  People  together: 

OUR  Father  which  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be 
Thy  Name.    Thy  kingdom  come.    Thy  will  be 
done  in  earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven.    Give  us  this  day 
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our  daily  bread.    And  forgive  us  our  trespasses,  as 
we  forgive  them  that  trespass  against  us.     And 
lead  us  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from 
evil  :  for  Thine  is  the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and 
the  glory,  for  ever  and  ever.     Amen. 
A  Hymn  is  here  sung,  which  may  be  suitable  for  the  Young, 
and  may  be  preceded  by  a  brief  Address  to  the  Young ; 
or,  where  convenient,  an  Anthem  may  be  sung. 

This  done,  the  Minister,  having  made  such  Announce 
ments  as  are  needful,  shall  say,  The  Offering  will 
now  be  received.  When  it  is  presented  at  the  Com 
munion  Table,  there  may  be  sung — All  things  come 
of  Thee,  O  Lord,  and  of  Thine  own  have  we 
given  Thee ,  or  some  verses  of  an  appropriate  Hymn  ;  or 
a  Prayer  of  Dedication  may  be  offered,  after  this 
manner  (cf.  also  pp.  73-4)  : 

Let  us  pray. 

OGOD,  most  merciful  and  gracious,  of  whose 
bounty  we  have  all  received  :  we  beseech  Thee 
to  accept  this  offering  of  Thy  people.  Remember  in 
Thy  love  those  who  have  brought  it,  and  those  for 
whom  it  is  given ;  and  so  follow  it  with  Thy  blessing 
that  it  may  promote  peace  and  goodwill  among  men, 
and  advance  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ.  Amen. 

A  Prayer  for  Illumination  (cf.  pp.  74-6)  may  be 
offered  before  the  Sermon. 

A  Sermon  is  then  to  be  preached,  which  may  conclude  with 
an  Ascription  of  Glory,  or  a  Prayer  after  Sermon 

may  be  said,  after  this  manner  (cf.  also  pp.  76-9): 

Let  us  pray. 

Closing      /^  GOD,    who    didst   teach    the    hearts

THE  grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the 
love  of  God,  and  the  communion  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  be  with  you  all.

EVENING   SERVICE.     I 

The  Congregation  being  assembled,  Public  Worship 
may  begin  with  the  Minister  saying,  Let  us  worship 
God  ;  or  with  a  Call  to  Worship  after  this  manner, 
the  People  reverently  standing  : 

SERVE  the  Lord  with  gladness  ;   come  before  His 
presence  with  singing.     For  the  Lord  is  good  ; 
His  mercy  is  everlasting  ;   and  His  truth  endureth 
to  all  generations. 

Then,  the  People  still  standing,  a  Prayer  of  Invo 
cation  and  Humble  Access  shall  be  said,  after  this 
manner  (cf.  also  pp.  41-4)  : 

Let  us  pray. 

OGOD,  the  Father  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ,  whose  Name  is  great  and  whose 
goodness  is  inexhaustible  :  take  every  veil  from 
our  eyes,  search  out  our  consciences,  and  cast 
out  of  us  every  evil  thought  and  base  desire,  and 
all  that  is  contrary  to  Thy  holy  will.  And  grant  us, 
O  Lord,  with  freedom,  with  a  pure  heart  and  con 
trite  soul,  without  confusion  of  face  and  with 
sanctified  lips,  boldly  to  call  upon  Thee  our  holy 
God  and  Father  in  heaven  :  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.

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Then,  the  People  reverently  bowing  down,  there 
shall  follow  Prayers  of  Confession  of  Sins,  Thanks 
giving,  and  Supplication,  after  this  manner  (cf. 
also  pp.  44-61)  : 

Confession        ALMIGHTY  and  most  merciful  God, 
and  Y\.who  knowest  the  thoughts   of  our

Give  us  discern 
ment  in  all  things,  that  we  may  rightly  distinguish 
between  good  and  evil;  and  bestow  on  us,  O  Lord, 
the  spirit  of  devotion,  that  we  may  inquire  after 
Thee  with  the  whole  bent  of  our  hearts. 

Thanks-  /^\  GOD,  the  Fountain  of  all  mercies, 
giving.  \^/  we  thank  Thee  for  Thy  constant 
goodness  ;  for  the  bounty  which  has  sup 
plied  our  wants  ;  for  the  providence  which  has 
kept  us  from  harm  ;  for  the  infinite  love  which 
has  redeemed  us  from  sin;  for  the  grace  which  has 
enabled  us  in  some  measure  to  serve  Thee  in  the 
world  ;  for  the  ministrations  of  Thy  Church  on 
earth  ;  and  for  the  promise  of  an  inheritance  in 
heaven.  Lord,  make  us  worthy  of  all  Thy  goodness, 
and  give  us  grace  to  magnify  Thy  Name  for  ever 
and  ever.

entered  into  rest  :  our  souls  would  magnify  the 
Lord,  and  our  spirits  would  rejoice  in  God  our 
Saviour.  — 

Alas,  that  the  homage  of  our  lips  should  be  so 
often  belied  by  the  unfaithfulness  of  our  lives. 
Help  us  no  longer  to  offend  ;  suffer  us  no  more  to 
wound  our  consciences  and  grieve  Thy  Holy  Spirit. 
The  sins  we  confess,  entreating  Thy  forgiveness, 
enable  us  to  renounce.  The  errors  we  deplore  help 
us  to  correct.  From  the  stains  of  sin  do  Thou 
cleanse  us  ;  from  the  shame  of  sin  do  Thou  cover 
us  ;  from  the  dominion  of  sin,  Redeemer  of  our 
souls,  be  pleased  to  deliver  us. 
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May  every  thought  of  our  minds,  and  every  feeling 
of  our  hearts,  and  every  energy  of  our  lives  be 
brought  into  the  obedience  of  Christ.  Endue  us,  we 
beseech  Thee,  with  the  mind  that  was  in  Him. 
Bestow  on  us  the  spirit  of  self-sacrifice,  a  heart  that 
knows  not  a  selfish  wish,  a  will  that  bends  all 
inclinations  and  purposes  to  the  will  of  God. 

And,  O  gracious  God,  in  whatever  lot  Thou  dost 
assign  to  us,  help  us,  in  glad  contentment,  to  find 
in  all  around  us  food  for  holy  thought,  helps  to  holy 
discipline,  and  occasion  for  doing  good  unto  all 
men.  Illumine  our  minds  with  Thy  wisdom,  and 
direct  our  erring  steps  by  Thy  guiding  hand.  May 
every  period  as  it  passes  render  us  more  gentle, 
earnest,  unselfish  and  heavenly -minded.  Bring  us 
ever  in  spirit  nearer  to  Thyself,  to  be  perfectly 
transformed  into  the  image  of  Thy  Son,  that  wej 
may  be  made  meet  for  serving  Thee  here,  and  made  I 
partakers  of  the  glory  which  is  to  be  revealed | 
hereafter. 

„  All  which  we  ask  for  the  sake  of  Him  who  is  the; 
pledge  and  earnest  of  all  Thy  gifts,  in  whom  andj 
with  whom  Thou  hast  freely  given  us  all  things,; 
even  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord  and  Saviour.  Amen. 

Here  the  Lord's  Prayer  may  be  said  by  Ministei\ 
and  People  together  : 
Our  Father  which  art  in  heaven  .  .  .    Amen. 

A  Hymn,  or  Canticle  (Nunc  Dimittis  or  Magnificat) 

shall  then  be  sung. 

Here  may  follow  Concerted  or  Responsiv 
Readings  from  Scripture,  the  People  standing  :  t 
conclude  with  the  Gloria  when  the  Psalms  are  read. 

Then  shall  be  read  the 

Scripture  Lesson,  before  which  shall  be  said — Hear  th 
Word  of  God  as  it  is  written  in  .  .  .  ;   and  aftt 
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which   the  Minister  may  say — May   God   bless    to 
us  the  reading  of  His  Holy  Word. 

A  Hymn  may  here  be  sung. 

Then,  the  People  reverently  bowing  down,  there 
shall  follow  the  Prayer  of  Intercession,  after  this 
manner  (cf.  also  pp.  62-71)  : 

Let  us  pray. 

Intercessions.  /"A  GOD,  the  Father  of  all  mankind, 
V>/ who  hast  been  mindful  of  us,  we 
beseech  Thee  to  reveal  Thy  mercy  unto  all  men, 
and  in  Thy  great  goodness  to  regard  those  for 
whom  we  intercede. 

We  remember  before  Thee  Thy  Church  through 
out  the  world  ;  heal  the  divisions  that  separate 
Thy  people  one  from  another  and  from  Thee  ;  and 
grant  unto  them  such  zeal  for  the  gospel  and  cause 
of  Jesus  Christ  that  the  number  of  Thy  faithful 
people  may  be  daily  increased,  and  Thy  kingdom 
advanced  in  the  world.  Bestow  Thy  blessing  upon 
all  ministers  and  teachers,  all  evangelists  and 
missionaries  at  home  and  abroad,  that  as  Thy 
faithful  witnesses  they  may  with  joy  and  assurance 
set  forth  by  word  and  life  the  grace  of  the  Lord 
Jesus,  and  persuade  many  to  forsake  their  sin  and 
turn  to  Thee. 

As  for  the  whole  Church  on  earth,  so  also  we  pray 
for  that  branch  of  it  in  which  Thou  hast  joined  us 
unto  Christ  ;  that  we  may  know  Him  more  truly, 
love  Him  more  heartily,  and  serve  Him  more 
faithfully. 

O  Lord,  we  beseech  Thee  to  hear  our  prayers — 

For  those  who  worship  here,  that  they  may  be 
united  in  the  love  and  following  of  Thy  blessed 
Son,  fruitful  in  good  works,  and  at  one  with  all 
who  seek  to  do  Thy  will. 

For  the  elders  of  the  people,  and  all  who  serve 
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Thee  in  any  charge  or  office,  for  those  who  lead  in 
sacred  song  and  those  who  teach  the  young,  for 
visitors  of  the  sick  and  helpers  of  the  poor  ;  that 
by  Thy  continual  help  they  may  be  able  to  please 
Thee  in  all  that  Thou  hast  granted  them  to  do. 

For  the  children,  that  they  may  remember  Thee 
in  the  days  of  their  youth,  be  preserved  in  inno- 
cency  of  life,  and  grow  up  in  Thy  love  and  fear. 

For  our  homes,  that  each  may  be  a  shelter  from 
sin  and  care  ;  and  for  those  who  carry  the  burdens 
thereof,  that  they  may  be  strong  to  earn  the  bread 
of  uprightness  and  be  preserved  from  the  worldly 
mind. 

For  the  aged,  that  they  may  obtain  tenderness 
from  us  and  compassion  from  Thee. 

For  the  lonely,  the  sorrowful,  the  sick  in  constant 
pain,  for  those  in  distress  or  perplexity,  in  tempta 
tion  or  evil  ways  ;  that  in  solitude  Thou  wilt  be 
their  Comforter,  in  difficulty  their  Guide,  in  weak 
ness  their  Strength,  in  weariness  their  Rest,  in 
darkness  and  error  their  Light  and  their  Salvation. 

For  our  country,  our  cities,  our  leaders  and  our 
industries;  that  integrity  and  justice  may  prevail. 

For  our  dear  ones,  whom  we  remember  before 
Thee,  wherever  they  may  be  (here  let  there  be  a 
moment  of  prayer  in  silence} ;  that  Thou  wilt  keep  them  in 
stainless  honour  and  in  love  of  Thee.  And  all  for 
gotten  by  us  but  dear  to  Thee  do  Thou,  O  Lord, 
remember  in  mercy  :  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord. 

Remembrance  T?TERNAL  God,  with  whom  do  live 
of  the  H/the  spirits  of  those  who  depart 

Departed.  hence  :  we  remember,  with  quiet  and 
grateful  hearts,  those  known  and  dear 
to  us,  who  have  found  their  rest  in  Thee.  Mercifully 
grant  that  their  example  and  memory  may  stir  us 
to  a  better  life  ;  that  when  our  course  is  finished, 
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we  may  be  counted  worthy  to  dwell  with  them  in 
the  blessed  home  of  everlasting  light  and  love  : 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  to  whom,  with 
Thee  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  all  honour  and  glory, 
world  without  end.  Amen. 

Then  the  Minister,  having  made  such  Announcements 
as  are  needful,  shall  say,  The  Offering  will  now  be 
received.  When  the  Offering  has  been  presented  at 
the  Communion  Table,  it  may  be  Dedicated  by 
Prayer,  after  this  manner  (cf.  also  pp.  73-4)  : 

Let  us  pray. 

OLORD  our  God,  who  givest  liberally  and 
upbraidest  not,  teach  us  to  give  cheerfully  of 
our  life  and  substance,  and  to  devise  liberal  things 
for  Thy  cause  and  kingdom.  Let  Thy  blessing 
accompany  our  offerings  to  their  destined  ends,  and 
let  us  know  the  blessedness  of  those  who  give  with 
both  hand  and  heart  :  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.  Amen. 

A   Hymn  may  here  be  sung,  or,  where  convenient,   an 
Anthem. 

A  Sermon  is  then  to  be  preached,  to  be  followed  by  Prayer, 
after  this  manner  (cf.  also  pp.  76-7)  : 

Let  us  pray. 

Closing  TTEAVENLY  Father,  who  slumberest  not 
Prayer.  XAnor  sleepest,  we  commend  to  Thy 
gracious  care  and  keeping  ourselves  and 
all  who  belong  to  us.  We  thank  Thee  for  the 
bright  and  healing  light  of  this  day,  and  now 
for  the  restful  night.  Lift  from  our  minds  the 
burdens  of  our  wakeful  hours  ;  visit  our  bodies 
with  refreshing  sleep.  Through  the  darkness  keep 
us  safe  and  undefiled.  And  wake  us  to  meet  to 
morrow's  duties  in  strength  of  body  and  vigour  of 
mind,  with  peace  in  our  spirits  and  courage  in  our 
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hearts  :     through    the    grace    of   our   Lord    Jesus 
Christ.    Amen. 

A  Hymn  shall  now  be  sung  ;   and  the  Minister  shall  close 
the  Service  by  pronouncing  the  Benediction  :

Lift  up  your  hands  in  the  sanctuary  :  and  bless 
the  Lord. 

Where  two  or  three  are  gathered  together  in  My 
Name,  there  am  I  in  the  midst  of  them. 

This  is  the  confidence  that  we  have  in  Him,  that 
if  we  ask  anything  according  to  His  will,  He 
heareth  us. 

O  taste  and  see  that  the  Lord  is  good;  blessed 
is  the  man  that  trusteth  in  Him. 

God  is  greatly  to  be  feared  in  the  assembly  of  the 
saints,  and  to  be  had  in  reverence  of  all  them  that 
are  about  Him. 

Behold  the  tabernacle  of  God  is  with  men,  and 
He  will  dwell  with  them,  and  they  shall  be  His 
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people,  and  God  Himself  shall  be  with  them  and  be 
their  God. 

Draw  nigh  to  God,  and  He  will  draw  nigh  to  you. 
Humble  yourselves  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord,  and  He 
shall  lift  you  up.

more  give  thanks  unto  Thee  in  Thy  Holy  Church  : 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.    Amen.

(23)  Prevent  us,  O  Lord,  in  all  our  doings  with 
Thy  most  gracious  favour,  and  further  us  with  Thy 
continual  help  ;  that  in  all  our  works,  begun,  con 
tinued,  and  ended  in  Thee,  we  may  glorify  Thy 
holy  Name,  and  finally  by  Thy  mercy  obtain  ever 
lasting  life  :  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.   Amen. 

Morning  Prayer. 

(24)  Blessed  be  Thou,  O  Lord  God,  the  God  of 
our  fathers,  who  lightenest  the  face  of  the  earth, 
who   makest   the   outgoings   of  the   morning   and 
evening   to   praise   Thee.

(28)  O  God  of  Peace,  who  through  Thy  Son  Jesus 
Christ  didst  set  forth  One  Faith  for  the  salvation 
of  mankind  :  send  Thy  grace  and  heavenly  blessing 
upon  all  Christian  people  who  are  striving  to  draw 
nearer  to  Thee  and  to  each  other,  in  the  unity  of 
the  Spirit  and  in  the  bond  of  peace.

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(2)  O  God,  Creator,  Benefactor,  and  Father  of  all 
mankind,   we   come  before   Thee   to   acknowledge 
Thine  infinite   goodness,   and  to   praise  Thee  for 
Thy  mercies  that  are  over  all  Thy  works.     We 
acknowledge  that  we  are  the  work  of  Thy  hands  ;

AN  ORDER  FOR  THE  CELEBRATION  OF 

THE  LORD'S  SUPPER 

OR  HOLY  COMMUNION 


On  the  day  on  which  there  shall  be  the  celebration 
of  Holy  Communion,  Divine  Worship  shall  throughout 
be  so  ordered  as  to  be  preparatory  to  and  consonant 
with  the  observance  of  the  holy  ordinance.  The  Session 
having  been  previously  constituted  in  the  vestry,  the 
Elders  shall  take  their  seats  about  the  Communion  Table. 

The  Table  shall  be  covered  with  a  cloth  of  linen 
fair  and  white.,  and  bread  and  wine  in  comely  vessels 
shall  be  placed  thereon.  Where  'the  individual  cup  is  used, 
it  is  proper  that  there  should  be  one  large  cup  of  wine, 
which  may  be  conveniently  raised  and  administered ; 
also,  one  piece  of  bread,  sufficiently  large,  which  the 
Minister  may  take  into  his  hands,  break  and  distribute. 

Invitation  may  be  given  to  any  members  of  other 
Christian  communions,  who  are  present,  to  come  to  the 
Table  of  the  Lord. 

When  the  Communion  is  about  to  be  celebrated,  the 
Minister  shall  give  this  Exhortation. 

DEARLY  Beloved, 
As  we  draw  near  to  the  Lord's  Table,  we 
are  to  consider  how  great  are  the  benefits  of  this 
Sacrament  if  we  come  to  it  with  understanding,  faith, 
and  repentance,  and  with  our  souls  hungering  and 
thirsting  after  Christ.  Not  unto  those  who  live 
willingly  in  sin,  or  cherish  self -righteousness  in 
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their  heart,  or  are  out  of  charity  with  their  brethren, 
are  these  benefits  of  Christ  offered.  But  those  who 
in  sorrow  of  heart  labour  under  the  burden  of  their 
sins,  and  who,  putting  their  trust  in  Christ,  desire 
to  lead  a  new  life,  and  to  reach  out  unto  a  greater 
progress  in  grace,  are  invited  and  encouraged  in 
His  Name  to  come  to  the  Supper  of  the  Lord,  to 
their  spiritual  refreshing  and  the  renewal  of  their 
strength  .

After  the  same 
manner  also  He  took  the  cup,  when  He  had  supped, 
saying,  This  cup  is  the  new  testament  in  my  blood: 
this  do  ye,  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in  remembrance  of 
me.  For  as  often  as  ye  eat  this  bread,  and  drink 
this  cup,  ye  do  shew  the  Lord's  death  till  He  come. 
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And  now  that  we  may  fulfil  the  Saviour's  institu 
tion  with  righteousness  and  joy,  let  us,  in  celebrating 
this  sacred  service,  follow  His  example  in  word 
and  action. 

As  the  Lord  Jesus,  the  night  in  which  He  was 
betrayed,  took  bread,  I  take  these  elements  to  be  set 
apart  to  the  holy  use  for  which  He  has  appointed  them. 

(Here  the  Minister  shall  take  the  paten  and  the  cup 
into  his  hands.} 

And  as  He  gave  thanks  and  blessed,  let  us  now 
draw  near  to  the  throne  of  grace  and  present  to 
God  our  prayers  and  thanksgivings: 

The  Creed.  ALMIGHTY  and  Eternal  God,  with 
2\Thy  Holy  Church  throughout  all 
the  world,  we  believe  in  God  the  Father  Almighty, 
Maker  of  Heaven  and  Earth:  and  in  Jesus  Christ 
His  Only  Son  our  Lord:  who  was  conceived  by  the 
Holy  Ghost,  born  of  the  Virgin  Mary:  suffered  under 
Pontius  Pilate:  was  crucified,  dead,  and  buried; 
He  descended  into  Hell ;  the  third  day  He  rose  again 
from  the  dead:  He  ascended  into  heaven,  and  sitteth 
on  the  right  hand  of  God  the  Father  Almighty ;  from 
thence  He  shall  come  to  judge  the  quick  and  the  dead. 
We  believe  in  the  Holy  Ghost;  the  Holy  Catholic 
Church ;  the  Communion  of  Saints ;  the  Forgiveness 
of  sins ;  the  Resurrection  of  the  body ;  and  the  Life 
everlasting.  Amen.

(Here  he  shall  take  the  cup  in  his  hand,  holding  it 
in  view  of  the  congregation) 

when  he  had  supped,  saying,  This  cup  is  the  new 
testament  in  my  blood:  this  do  ye,  as  oft  as  ye 
drink  it,  in  remembrance  of  me. 
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(Here  shall  he  partake  of  the  cup,  and  administer  to  the 
Elders.  When  they  have  partaken,  they  shall  make  dis 
tribution  to  the  people,  the  Elders  administering  the  bread 
going  first,  and  those  administering  the  cup  at  a  short  in 
terval.  When  all  have  partaken,  the  Minister  shall  say :) 

The  Pax.    The  peace  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be 

with  you  all. 

Bidding  to  Beloved  in  the  Lord,  since  the  Lord 
Thankfulness,  hath  given  us  grace  to  fulfil  this  ser 
vice,  and  hath  now  satisfied  our  souls 
at  His  Holy  Table,  let  us  give  praise  and  thanks 
unto  His  Holy  Name,  and  let  us  entreat  His  grace 
to  be  sufficient  for  us,  that  we  may  fulfil  our  vows 
and  continue  in  every  good  purpose,  glorifying 
Him  in  our  bodies  and  our  spirits,  which  are  His, 
and  ever  walking  worthy  of  our  high  calling  in 
Christ  Jesus. 

Let  us  pray.

On  the  day  on  which  there  shall  be  the  celebration 
of  Holy  Communion,  Divine  Worship  shall  throughout 
be  so  ordered  as  to  be  preparatory  to  and  consonant 
with  the  observance  of  the  holy  ordinance.  The  Session 
having  been  previously  constituted  in  the  vestry,  the 
Elders  shall  take  their  seats  about  the  Communion 
Table. 

The  Table  shall  be  covered  with  a  cloth  of  linen  fair 
and  white,  and  bread  and  wine  in  comely  vessels  shall  be 
placed  thereon.  Where  the  individual  cup  is  used, 
it  is  proper  that  there  should  be  one  large  cup  of  wine, 
which  may  be  conveniently  raised  and  administered; 
also,  one  piece  of  bread,  sufficiently  large,  which  the 
Minister  may  take  into  his  hands,  break,  and  distribute. 

Invitation  may  be  given  to  any  members  of  other 
Christian  communions,  who  are  present,  to  come  to 
the  Table  of  the  Lord. 

When  the  Communion  is  about  to  be  celebrated,  the 
Minister  shall  give  this  Exhortation. 

DEARLY  Beloved, 
As  we  draw  near  to  the  Lord's  Table,  we 
are  to  consider  how  great  are  the  benefits  of  this 
Sacrament  if  we  come  to  it  with  understanding, 
faith,  and  repentance,  and  with  our  souls  hungering 
and  thirsting  after  Christ.  Not  unto  those  who 
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live  willingly  in  sin,  or  cherish  self -righteousness 
in  their  heart,  or  are  out  of  charity  with  their 
brethren,  are  these  benefits  of  Christ  offered.  But 
those  who  in  sorrow  of  heart  labour  under  the 
burden  of  their  sins,  and  who,  putting  their  trust 
in  Christ,  desire  to  lead  a  new  life,  and  to  attain 
a  greater  progress  in  grace,  are  invited  and 
encouraged  in  His  Name  to  come  to  the  Supper 
of  the  Lord,  to  their  spiritual  refreshing  and  the 
renewal  of  their  strength. 

A  Psalm  or  Hymn  shall  here  be  sung. 

TIbe  1boi£  Communion 

The  Minister,  standing  behind  the  Table,  may  recite 
some  appropriate  verses  of  Scripture)  and  speak  com 
fortable  words,  after  the  following  manner: 
God  so  loved  the  world  that  He  gave  His  only- 
begotten    Son,    that   whosoever   belie veth   in   Him 
should  not  perish,  but  have  everlasting  life. 

Greater  love  hath  no  man  than  this,  that  a  man 
lay  down  his  life  for  his  friends.  .  .  .  God  com- 
mendeth  His  love  toward  us  in  that  while  we  were 
yet  sinners  Christ  died  for  us. 

What  shall  I  render  unto  the  Lord  for  all  His 
benefits  toward  me?  I  will  take  the  cup  of  salva 
tion,  and  call  upon  the  Name  of  the  Lord.  I  will 
pay  my  vows  unto  the  Lord  now  in  the  presence  of 
all  His  people. 

He  was  wounded  for  our  transgressions,  He  was 
bruised  for  our  iniquities;  the  chastisement  of  our 
peace  was  upon  Him;  and  with  His  stripes  we  are 
healed. 

Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that  labour  and  are  heavy 
laden,  and  I  will  give  you  rest. 

Peace  I  leave  with  you,  my  peace  I  give  unto  you. 
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BELOVED  in  the  Lord, 
As  we  celebrate  the  Holy  Communion 
of  the  body  and  blood  of  Christ,  we  are  gratefully 
to  remember  that  our  Lord  instituted  this  Sacra 
ment  to  be  observed  in  His  Church  for  the  perpetual 
remembrance  of  the  sacrifice  of  Himself  in  His 
death,  to  give  a  visible  assurance  and  seal  of  all 
the  benefits  thereof  unto  true  believers,  to  be  a 
bond  and  pledge  of  their  union  with  Him  and  with 
one  another  as  members  of  His  body  which  is  the 
Church,  and  to  engage  them  further  in  the  fulfil 
ment  of  all  the  duties  they  owe  to  Him. 

Here    the   Minister   may   call   upon   all  present    to 
confess  Christ  in  the  words  of  the  Apostles'  Creed. 

The  Minister  shall  then  say  : 

Hear  the  words  of  the  institution  of  this  Sacra 
ment  as  recorded  in  Holy  Scripture  (i  Cor.  xi.  23-5)  : 

I  have  received  of  the  Lord  that  which  also 
I  delivered  unto  you,  That  the  Lord  Jesus  the  same 
night  in  which  He  was  betrayed  took  bread:  And 
when  He  had  given  thanks,  He  brake  it,  and  said, 
Take,  eat:  this  is  my  body,  which  is  broken  for 
you:  this  do  in  remembrance  of  me.  After  the 
same  manner  also  He*  took  the  cup,  when  He  had 
supped,  saying,  This  cup  is  the  new  testament  in 
my  blood:  this  do  ye,  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in 
remembrance  of  me. 

The  Minister  shall  say : 

Let  us  pray. 

OGOD,  who  by  the  blood  of  Thy  dear  Son  hast 
consecrated  for  us  a  new  and  living  way  into 
the  holiest  of  all:  cleanse  the  thoughts  of  our 
hearts  by  the  inspiration  of  Thy  Holy  Spirit,  that 
we  may  receive  these  Thy  gifts  with  pure  hearts 
and  worthily  magnify  Thy  Holy  Name. 
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Not  as  we  ought,  but  as  we  are  able,  we  bless 
Thee  for  His  incarnation;  for  His  life  on  earth; 
for  His  precious  sufferings  and  death  on  the  cross; 
for  His  resurrection  from  the  dead,  and  for  His 
glorious  ascension  to  Thy  right  hand,  where  He 
maketh  continual  intercession  for  us. 

And  we  most  humbly  beseech  Thee,  O  merciful 
Father,  to  vouchsafe  unto  us  Thy  gracious  presence, 
and  so  to  sanctify  with  Thy  Word  and  Spirit  these 
Thine  own  gifts  of  bread  and  wine  which  are  set 
before  Thee,  that  the  bread  which  we  break  may  be 
to  us  the  communion  of  the  body  of  Christ  and  the 
cup* of  blessing  which  we  bless  the  communion  of 
the  blood  of  Christ. 

And  we  beseech  Thee  to  receive  this  memorial  of 
the  blessed  sacrifice  of  Thy  Son  which  He  has  com 
manded  us  to  make  until  He  come;  in  union  with 
whom  we  offer  unto  Thee  our  souls  and  our  bodies, 
entreating  Thee  to  grant  unto  us  and  unto  all  Thy 
people,  through  the  mediation  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  the  remission  of  our  sins  and  all  other 
benefits  of  His  passion. 

Our  Father  which  art  in  heaven,  &c.    Amen. 

The  Minister  shall  then  take  the  bread  and,  breaking 
it  in  view  of  the  people,  say  : 

Our  Lord  Jesus,  the  same  night  in  which  He 
was  betrayed,  took  bread  and,  when  He  had  given 
thanks,  He  brake  it,  and  said,  Take,  eat;  this  is 
my  body  which  is  broken  for  you ;  this  do  in  remem 
brance  of  me. 

Here  the  Minister  distributes  the  bread  to  the  Elders, 
who  distribute  it  among  the  Communicants,  all  par 
taking  in  the  order  appointed  by  the  Session. 

Then  the  Minister,  taking  the  cup  in  his  hand,  shall 
say  : 
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After  the  same  manner  also  He  took  the  cup, 
when  He  had  supped,  saying,  This  cup  is  the  new 
testament  in  my  blood:  this  do  ye,  as  oft  as  ye  drink 
it,  in  remembrance  of  me. 

So  saying,  the  Minister  shall  give  the  cup  to  be 
received  in  like  manner. 

When  all  have  partaken  and  the  Elders  have  re 
sumed  their  places,  the  Minister  shall  say  : 
As  oft  as  ye  eat  this  bread  and  drink  this  cup,  ye 
do  shew  the  Lord's  death  till  He  come. 

The  Minister  may  now  give  a  short  exhortation,  or 
may  recite  suitable  passages  of  Scripture,  such  as  the 
following  : 

I  beseech  you  therefore,  brethren,  by  the  mercies 
of  God,  that  ye  present  your  bodies  a  living  sacri 
fice,  holy,  acceptable  unto  God,  which  is  your 
reasonable  service. 

Whatsoever  ye  do  in  word  or  deed,  do  all  in  the 
Name  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  giving  thanks  to  God  and 
the  Father  by  Him. 

The  very  God  of  peace  sanctify  you  wholly;  and 
I  pray  God  your  whole  spirit  and  soul  and  body  be 
preserved  blameless  unto  the  coming  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  Faithful  is  He  that  calleth  you,  who 
also  will  do  it. 

Then  shall  be  offered  a  prayer  of  Thanksgiving 

for  the  benefits  of  the  Sacrament,  of  self-dedication,  of 
intercession  for  the  whole  Church  of  Christ,  and  of 
grateful  remembrance  of  His  faithful  servants  departed 
to  be  for  ever  with  the  Lord  ;  after  this  manner  : 

Let  us  pray. 

ALMIGHTY  God,  our  Father  and  Redeemer,  who 
^/yhast  purchased  us  to  be  Thine  own  with  the 
precious  blood  of  Christ,  and  hast  again  fed  our 
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souls  at  Thy  Table,  we  yield  ourselves  afresh  to 
Thee  in  the  bonds  of  a  holy  covenant,  and  anew 
consecrate  ourselves  unto  the  Lord.  Accept,  we 
beseech  Thee,  this  our  vow,  and  so  constrain  us  by 
the  love  of  Christ  that  in  lives  of  holiness  and  zeal 
and  charity  we  may  evermore  shew  forth  Thy 
praise. 

Visit,  we  beseech  Thee,  with  Thy  divine  favour 
all  who  love  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  sincerity. 
Let  Thy  manifold  grace  be  so  ministered  to  them 
that  they  shall  be  perfect  and  entire,  wanting 
nothing.  O  Lord,  save  Thy  people;  bless  Thy  heri 
tage;  feed  them  also,  and  lift  them  up  for  ever. 

Most  merciful  God,  we  bless  Thy  Holy  Name  for 
all  Thy  servants  who,  having  accomplished  their 
warfare,  are  at  rest  with  Thee.  We  rejoice  to 
believe  that  we  are  still  one  with  them  in  the  same 
holy  fellowship.  We  pray  Thee  to  enable  us  to 
follow  their  faith  and  good  example,  that  we  with 
them  may  finally  be  partakers  of  Thy  heavenly 
kingdom.  Hear  us,  O  heavenly  Father,  for  Jesus' 
sake,  to  whom,  with  Thee  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  be 
glory  for  ever.  Amen. 

Here  a  Hymn  or  Psalm  shall  be  sung,  followed  by 
the  Benediction. 

THE  God  of  peace,  that  brought  again  from  the 
dead  our  Lord  Jesus,  that  great  Shepherd  of 
the  sheep,  through  the  blood  of  the  everlasting 
covenant,  make  you  perfect  in  every  good  work  to 
do  His  will,  working  in  you  that  which  is  well- 
pleasing  in  His  sight,  through  Jesus  Christ,  to 
whom  be  glory  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen. 
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In  the  course  of  Public  Worship,  or  on  special  occa 
sions  after  the  singing  of  a  Psalm  or  Hymn,  the 
Minister  shall  say  : 

DEARLY  Beloved, 
Attend  to  the  words  of  the  institution  of 
this  Holy  Sacrament,  as  delivered  by  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  to  His  disciples  after  His  resurrection  and 
before  His  ascension  to  the  right  hand  of  God: 

All  power  is  given  unto  me  in  heaven  and  in 
earth.  Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations, 
baptizing  them  in  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of 
the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost:  teaching  them  to 
observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded 
you:  and,  lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,  even  unto  the 
end  of  the  world. 

Hear  also  the  words  of  the  Gospel  written  by 
St.  Mark:  They  brought  young  children  to  Him, 
that  He  should  touch  them:  and  His  disciples 
rebuked  those  that  brought  them.  But  when  Jesus 
saw  it,  He  was  much  displeased,  and  said  unto 
them,  Suffer  the  little  children  to  come  unto  Me,  and 
forbid  them  not,  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  God. 

The  Sacrament  thus  instituted  is  a  sign  and  seal 
of  our  ingrafting  into  Christ,  of  remission  of  sin  by 
His  blood,  and  regeneration  by  His  Spirit,  of  adop 
tion,  and  resurrection  unto  everlasting  life;  and 
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through  it  we  are  solemnly  admitted,  by  Christ's 
appointment,  into  His  Church,  and  enter  into  an 
engagement  to  be  the  Lord's. 

Neither  is  it  requisite  that  all  those  who  receive 
this  Sacrament  have  the  use  of  understanding  and 
faith;  but  chiefly  that  they  be  contained  under  the 
name  of  God's  people,  so  that  the  remission  of  sins 
in  the  blood  of  Christ  Jesus  doth  appertain  unto 
them  by  God's  promise.  Therefore,  seeing  that 
God  hath  not  only  made  us  His  children,  and  re 
ceived  us  into  the  fellowship  of  His  Church,  but  also 
that  He  hath  promised  that  He  will  be  the  God  of 
our  children,  without  injury  they  cannot  be  de 
barred  from  the  common  sign  of  God's  children. 

For  ye  have  heard  in  the  Gospel  the  words  of  our 
Saviour  Christ,  that  He  commanded  the  children  to 
be  brought  unto  Him;  how  He  exhorted  all  men  to 
follow  their  innocency.  Ye  perceive  how  by  His 
outward  gesture  and  deed  He  declared  His  good  will 
toward  them;  for  He  embraced  them  in  His  arms, 
He  laid  His  hands  upon  them  and  blessed  them. 

Doubt  ye  not,  therefore,  but  earnestly  believe, 
that  He  will  likewise  favourably  receive  this  present 
infant;  that  He  will  embrace  him  with  the  arms  of 
His  mercy;  that  He  will  give  unto  him  the  blessing 
of  eternal  life,  and  make  him  partaker  of  His  ever 
lasting  kingdom. 

Furthermore,  it  is  evident  that  Baptism  was 
ordained  to  be  ministered  in  the  element  of  water, 
to  teach  us  that  like  as  water  doth  outwardly  cleanse 
the  body,  so  doth  the  virtue  of  Christ's  blood,  and 
the  sanctifying  grace  of  the  Holy  Spiri£,  inwardly 
purify  our  souls.1 

1  Dearly  Beloved,  it  profiteth  much  that  we  be  oft  present 
at  the  ministration  of  this  holy  Sacrament,  that  we  may  try 
our  lives  past  and  prove  ourselves,  whether  we  stand  fast  in 
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Let  us  pray. 

A  LMIGHTY  and  Everlasting  God,  who  of  Thine 
J\  infinite  mercy  and  goodness  hast  promised 
unto  us  that  Thou  wilt  not  only  be  our  God,  but 
also  the  God  and  Father  of  our  children,  we  beseech 
Thee  that,  as  Thou  hast  been  pleased  to  call  us  to 
be  partakers  of  Thy  great  mercy  in  the  fellowship 
of  faith,  it  may  please  Thee  to  sanctify  with  Thy 
Spirit,  and  to  receive  into  the  number  of  Thy 
children,  this  infant,  whom  we  bring  to  Thee. 
Grant,  we  beseech  Thee,  that  he,  coming  to  years 
of  understanding,  may  confess  Thee  only  the  true 
God,  and  Jesus  Christ  whom  Thou  hast  sent;  and 
so  serve  Him  that,  after  his  life  is  ended,  he  may  be 
brought  as  a  living  member  of  His  body  unto  the 
full  fruition  of  Thy  joys  in  the  heavens,  where  Thy 
Son  our  Saviour  reigneth  world  without  end. 

Our  Father  which  art  in  heaven,  &c.    Amen. 
Then  shall  the  Minister  say  to  the  parents : 

In  presenting  this  child  for  Baptism,  do  you 
make  profession  of  your  faith  in  God  the  Father  as 
your  heavenly  Father,  in  Jesus  Christ  as  your  Lord 
and  Saviour,  and  in  the  Holy  Spirit  as  your  Sancti- 
fier;  and  do  you  promise,  in  dependence  on  Divine 
help,  to  instruct  him  in  the  truths  and  duties  of  the 
Christian  faith,  and  by  prayer,  precept  and  godly 
example,  to  bring  him  up  in  the  nurture  and 
admonition  of  the  Lord  ? 

(Ans)— I  do. 

the  faith  or  have  strayed  ;  that,  hearing  the  loving  promises 
of  our  heavenly  Father,  we  may  walk  more  warily  in  our  vocation. 
Moreover,  ye  that  be  fathers  and  mothers  may  take  hereby 
most  singular  comfort  in  being  reminded  that  your  children 
have  been  thus  received  into  the  hjosom  of  Christ's  congregation, 
whereby  ye  are  admonished  that  ye  nourish  and  bring  up  the 
children  of  God's  favour  and  mercy,  over  whom  His  fatherly 
providence  watcheth  continually. 
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Then  the  parent  or  other  sponsor  presenting  the  child 
at  the  font,  the   Congregation  standing,  the  Minister 
requireth  the  child's  name,  which  known,  he  saith  : 
N.,  I  baptize  thee  in  the  Name  of  the  Father  and 
of  the  Son  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

As  the  Minister  pronounces  these  words,  he  is  to 
baptize  the  child  with  water,  pouring  or  sprinkling 
it  upon  the  child's  head. 

Then  the  Minister  may  add  : 

The  Lord  bless  thee  and  keep  thee ;  the  Lord  make 
His  face  shine  upon  thee,  and  be  gracious  unto 
thee:  the  Lord  lift  up  His  countenance  upon  thee, 
and  give  thee  peace.  Amen. 

Turning  to  the  Congregation,  the  Minister  may  say: 
This  child  is  now  received,  by  Christ's  appoint 
ment,  into  His  Church,  and  is  engaged  to  confess 
the  faith  of  Christ  crucified,  and  to  continue  Christ's 
faithful  soldier  and  servant  unto  his  life's  end. 

Let  us  pray. 

MOST  holy  and  merciful  Father,  who  dost  not 
only  beautify  and  bless  us  with  common  bene 
fits,  but  dost  also  heap  upon  us  most  abundantly 
rare  and  wonderful  gifts:  we  lift  up  our  eyes  and 
minds  unto  Thee,  and  give  Thee  most  humble 
thanks,  who  dost  call  our  children  unto  Thee, 
marking  them  with  this  Sacrament  as  a  singular 
token  and  badge  of  Thy  love.  Confirm  this  Thy 
favour  more  and  more  towards  us,  we  beseech 
Thee,  and  take  this  infant  into  Thy  tuition  and 
defence,  that  he  may  perceive  Thee  continually  to 
be  his  merciful  Father,  through  Thy  Spirit  working 
in  his  heart,  by  whose  divine  power  he  may  so  pre 
vail  against  evil,  that,  in  the  end,  obtaining  the 
victory,  he  may  be  exalted  into  the  liberty  of  Thy 
kingdom.  Amen. 
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THE  grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the 
love  of  God,  and  the  communion  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  be  with  you.    Amen. 

Directory  Notes. 

The  Sacrament  of  Baptism  should,  as  an  act  of  the 
Church,  in  all  normal  cases  be  administered  in  the 
Church  in  the  presence  of  the  Congregation  (West 
minster  Directory). 

Baptism  is  to  be  administered  by  a  Minister  of 
Christ,  called  to  be  the  steward  of  the  mysteries  of 
God  (Westminster  Directory). 

c  The  infants  of  one  or  both  believing  parents  are  to 
be  baptized  '  (Confession  of  Faith,  xxviii.  4). 

'The  child  to  be  baptized  is  to  be  presented  by  the 
father,  or  (in  cases  of  his  necessary  absence)  by  some 
Christian  friend  in  his  place,  professing  his  earnest 
desire  that  the  child  may  be  baptized '  (Westminster 
Directory). 

'Grace  and  salvation  are  not  so  inseparably  annexed 
unto  this  ordinance  as  that  none  can  be  regenerated  or 
saved  without  it,  or  that  all  that  are  baptized  are 
undoubtedly  regenerated.  .  .  .  The  efficacy  of  Baptism 
is  not  tied  to  that  moment  of  time  wherein  it  is  ad 
ministered  '  (Confession  of  Faith,  xxviii.  5,  6). 

A  register  of  Baptisms  should  be  carefully  kept  as 
a  record  of  acts  of  the  Church  ;  and  in  provinces  where 
the  Register  may  affect  the  legal  interests  of  the  child, 
the  requirements  of  the  province  must  be  observed.

In  the  course  of  Public  Worship)  or  on  special  occa 
sions  after  the  singing  of  a  Psalm  or  Hymn,  the 
Minister  shall  say  : 

HEAR  our  Lord's  commission  to  baptize  when 
He  said  to  His  disciples,  All  power  is  given 
unto  me  in  heaven  and  in  earth.  Go  ye,  therefore, 
and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  Name  of 
the  Father  and  of  the  Son  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost:

Here  the  Minister  may  recite  some  of  the  following 
passages  of  Holy  Scripture,  but  always  the  last  : 
Hear  further  the  Word  of  God — Thou  shalt  love 
the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thine  heart  and  with  all 
thy  soul  and  with  all  thy  might.  And  these  words 
which  I  command  thee  this  day  shall  be  in  thine 
heart;  and  thou  shalt  teach  them  diligently  unto 
thy  children,  and  shalt  talk  of  them  when  thou 
sittest  in  thine  house,  and  when  thou  walkest  by 
the  way,  and  when  thou  liest  down,  and  when  thou 
risest  up. 

I  will  establish  my  covenant  between  me  and 
thee  and  thy  seed  after  thee  in  their  generations 
for  an  everlasting  covenant,  to  be  a  God  unto  thee 
and  thy  seed  after  thee. 
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Jesus  called  a  little  child  unto  Him,  and  set  him 
in  the  midst  of  them,  and  said,  Verily  I  say  unto 
you,  Except  ye  be  converted,  and  become  as  little 
children,  ye  shall  not  enter  into  the  kingdom  of 
heaven. 

They  brought  young  children  unto  Him,  that  He 
should  touch  them :  and  His  disciples  rebuked 
those  that  brought  them.  But  when  Jesus  saw  it, 
He  was  much  displeased,  and  said  unto  them, 
Suffer  the  little  children  to  come  unto  me,  and 
forbid  them  not :  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of 
God.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Whosoever  shall  not 
receive  the  kingdom  of  God  as  a  little  child,  he  shall 
not  enter  therein.  And  He  took  them  up  in  His 
arms,  put  His  hands  upon  them,  and  blessed  them. 

The  Minister  shall  use  some  words  of  instruction  upon 
the  nature,  meaning  and  ends  of  this  Sacrament,  after 
the  following  manner  : 

DEARLY  Beloved, 
We  have  heard  with  what  kindly  words 
and  gesture  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  received  little 
children  who  were  brought  to  Him,  thereby  assuring 
us  that  He  will  embrace  our  children  within  the 
arms  of  His  love  and  protection.  St.  Paul  has 
taught  us  that  the  children  of  believing  parents  are 
to  be  numbered  among  the  people  of  God,  and 
St.  Peter  that  the  promise  is  to  us  and  to  our 
children. 

This  Sacrament  of  Baptism  signifies  the  cleansing 
of  our  hearts  by  the  grace  of  Jesus  Christ  and  the 
renewal  of  our  nature  by  the  Holy  Spirit.  It  is  the 
recognition  of  our  children's  birthright  in  the  house 
hold  of  faith,  and  the  rite  of  admission  into  the 
visible  Church.  It  seals  the  sacred  bond  in  which 
God  assures  to  them  His  fatherly  love  and  care, 
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and  in  which  they  are  engaged  to  confess  Christ 
and  be  His  faithful  people. 

In  this  act  parents  dedicate  their  children  to  the 
Father  who  gave  them,  and  receive  them  again 
from  His  hands  as  a  sacred  trust,  to  be  brought  up 
for  His  kingdom  and  service. 

The  Minister  shall  here  offer  prayer  for  the  presence 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  act  of  Baptism,  after  the 
following  manner  : 

Let  us  pray. 

A  LMIGHTY  God  and  merciful  Father,  we  thank 
jf\  Thee  that  in  Thy  goodness  Thou  hast  promised 
to  be,  not  only  our  God,  but  the  God  and  Father 
of  our  children;  and  we  humbly  pray  that  it  may 
please  Thee  to  sanctify  with  Thy  Spirit,  and  to 
receive  into  the  number  of  Thy  people,  this  child 
whom  we  baptize  in  Thy  Name:  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say  to  the  parents  or  other 
sponsors  : 

In  presenting  your  child  for  Baptism,  do  you 
make  profession  of  your  faith  in  God  the  Father  as 
your  heavenly  Father,  in  Jesus  Christ  as  your  Lord 
and  Saviour,  and  in  the  Holy  Spirit  as  your  Sancti- 
fier;  and  do  you  promise,  in  dependence  on  Divine 
help,  to  instruct  him  in  the  truths  and  duties  of  the 
Christian  faith,  and  by  prayer,  precept  and  godly 
example  to  bring  him  up  in  the  nurture  and  ad 
monition  of  the  Lord  ? 
(Ans.}—l  do. 

The  Lord  preserve  you  and  the  child  and  give  you 
grace  faithfully  to  perform  these  vows ! 

Then   the  parent  or  other    sponsor   presenting    the 
child   at    the    font,    the    Congregation    standing,    the 
Minister  is  to  say  (calling  the  child  by  name) : 
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N.,  I  baptize  thee  in  the  Name  of  the  Father  and 
of  the  Son  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

As  he  pronounces  these  words  he  is  to  baptize  the 
child  with  water,  pouring  or  sprinkling  it  upon  the 
child's  head. 

Then  this  or  some  other  blessing  may  be  spoken  by 
the  Minister  : 

The  Lord  bless  thee  and  keep  thee  ;  the  Lord 
make  His  face  shine  upon  thee,  and  be  gracious 
unto  thee  :  the  Lord  lift  up  His  countenance  upon 
thee,  and  give  thee  peace. 

Turning  to  the  Congregation,  the  Minister  shall  say  :

The  Minister  shall  offer  a  prayer  of  thanksgiving 
for  the  blessings  of  the  Sacrament  and  for  favour  shewn 
to  the  mother,  of  dedication  of  the  child,  and  of  supplica 
tion  for  him  and  the  parents  and  other  families,  after 
the  following  manner  : 

OGOD,  the  Father  everlasting,  Father  of  our 
spirits,  we  bless  Thy  Name  for  the  inestimable 
benefits  assured  to  us  and  our  children  in  this 
singular  token  of  Thy  love.  Graciously  confirm 
and  fulfil  Thine  own  ordinance  by  the  continuous 
gifts  of  Thy  Spirit  to  the  child  baptized  in  Thy 
Name.  May  he,  now  acknowledged  a  member  of 
the  visible  Church  of  Thy  dear  Son,  be  numbered 
among  the  lambs  in  the  flock  of  the  Good  Shepherd. 
Receive  him  into  Thy  kindly  keeping,  tuition,  and 
defence.  As  he  grows  in  stature,  may  he,  like  the 
holy  child  Jesus,  grow  in  wisdom  and  in  favour 
with  God  and  man;  and  grant  that  he,  with  all  our 
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children,    may    confess    Christ    and    become    His 
faithful  servant  unto  his  life's  end. 

We  thank  Thee,  gracious  Father,  for  Thy  pre 
serving  care,  [for  a  living  mother  and  a  living 
child;]  and  we  entreat  Thee  to  enable  the  parents 
to  perform  their  vows  with  all  wisdom  and  fidelity, 
and  to  bring  him  up  in  the  knowledge  and  love  of 
God. 

Do  Thou  raise  up  the  children  to  praise  and 
serve  Thee  in  their  generation,  that  true  religion 
may  never  perish  from  the  land,  and  that  finally 
we  may  be  all  one  family  in  the  everlasting  home. 

This   we   beg   through   Jesus    Christ   our   Lord.

The  Candidate  for  Baptism  appearing  before  the 
font)  the  Minister  shall  say  :

Attend  to  the  words  of  the  institution  of 
this  holy  Sacrament,  as  delivered  by  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  to  His  disciples,  after  His  resurrection  and 
before  His  ascension  to  the  right  hand  of  God : 

All  power  is  given  unto  me  in  heaven  and  in 
earth.  Go  ye,  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations, 
baptizing  them  in  the  Name  of  the  Father  and  of 
the  Son  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost :  teaching  them  to 
observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded 
you:  and,  lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,  even  unto  the 
end  of  the  world. 

This  Sacrament  is  a  sign  and  seal  of  the  cleansing 
of  our  hearts  by  the  grace  of  Jesus  Christ ;  the 
renewal  of  our  nature  by  the  Holy  Spirit;  adoption 
into  the  household  of  faith;  and  admission,  by 
Christ's  appointment,  into  His  Church. 

Hence  St.  Peter,  on  the  day  of  Pentecost,  called 
upon  the  people,  saying,  Repent  and  be  baptized, 
every  one  of  you,  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  for 
the  remission  of  sins,  and  ye  shall  receive  the 
Holy  Ghost. 

Doubt  ye  not,  therefore,  but  earnestly  believe, 
that  He  will  number  among  His  people  this  person, 
truly  repenting  and  coming  unto  Him  by  faith. 
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The  Minister  shall  then  say   to   the  person  to  be 
baptized,  who  shall  answer,  as  follows  : 
Do  you  receive  and  confess  the  Christian  faith, 
believing    in    God    the    Father    as    your    heavenly 
Father,  in  Jesus  Christ  as  your  Lord  and  Saviour, 
and  in  the  Holy  Spirit  as  your  Sanctifier,  and  in 
this  faith  do  you  wish  to  be  baptized? 

(Aw)— I  do. 

Do  you  confess  your  sins  and  turn  from  them 
with  godly  sorrow,  and  put  your  trust  in  the  mercy 
of  God  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus ;  and  do  you  promise, 
in  dependence  on  Divine  grace,  to  walk  in  His  ways 
all  the  days  of  your  life  ? 

(Am.)— I  do. 

The  Minister  shall  then  say  : 

Let  us  pray. 

ALMIGHTY  and  everlasting  Father,  who,  of 
2\  Thine  infinite  mercy,  hast  called  us  to  be  par 
takers  of  Thy  great  goodness  in  the  fellowship  of 
faith:  sanctify  with  Thy  Spirit,  we  beseech  Thee, 
this  person  now  before  Thee  whom  we  are  about 
to  baptize  according  to  Thy  Word :  that  he,  confessing 
Thee  the  only  true  God,  and  Jesus  Christ  whom 
Thou  hast  sent,  may  receive  the  fulness  of  Thy 
grace,  and  ever  remain  in  the  number  of  Thy  faithful 
children:  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

The  Minister,  having  ascertained  the  name  of  the 
person  to  be  baptized,  shall  pronounce  (his)  name  and 
pour  or  sprinkle  water  upon  (his)  head,  saying  : 
N.,  I  baptize  thee  in  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and 
of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

He  then  blesses  the  person  baptized,  thus  : 
The  very  God  of  peace  sanctify  you  wholly:   and 
I  pray  God  your  whole  spirit  and  soul  and  body  be 
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preserved  blameless  unto  the  coining  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 

The  Minister  shall  then  say  : 

This  person  is  now  received  into  the  congregation 
of  Christ's  flock,  to  be  partaker  of  all  the  privileges 
of  the  new  covenant,  and  is  engaged  to  confess  the 
faith  of  Christ  crucified,  and  to  continue  Christ's 
faithful  soldier  and  servant  unto  his  life's  end. 

The  Minister  shall  then  say  : 
Let  us  pray. 

MOST  holy  and  merciful  Father,  who  dost  not 
only  beautify  and  bless  us  with  common 
benefits,  but  also  heapest  upon  us  most  rare  and 
wonderful  gifts :  we  lift  up  our  eyes  and  minds  unto 
Thee,  and  give  Thee  most  humble  thanks,  who,  of 
Thy  free  mercy  dost  call  unto  Thee  a  people,  mark 
ing  them  with  this  Sacrament  as  a  singular  token 
and  badge  of  Thy  love.  Confirm  this  Thy  favour 
more  and  more  toward  us,  we  beseech  Thee,  and 
take  this  Thy  servant  into  Thy  tuition  and  defence, 
that  he  may  perceive  Thee  continually  to  be  his 
merciful  Father,  through  Thy  Spirit  working  in 
his  heart,  by  whose  divine  power  he  may  prevail 
against  evil,  that,  in  the  end,  obtaining  the  victory, 
he  may  be  exalted  into  the  liberty  of  Thy  kingdom.

A  Hymn  may  here  be  sung,  to  be  followed  by  the  Bene 
diction.

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THE  ADMISSION  OF  BAPTIZED 
PERSONS    TO    FULL    COMMUNION 

Those  who  profess  their  faith  in  Christ,  and  desire 
publicly  to  confirm  their  Baptismal  vow  and  to  be 
received  into  full  Communion,  shall  be  admitted  by  the 
Minister  and  Elders  in  presence  of  the  Congregation. 

The  Minister,  addressing  the  Congregation,  shall  say  : 

DEARLY  Beloved, 
We  are  now  about  to  admit  to  the  con 
firmation  of  their  Baptismal  vow  and  to  the  Lord's 
Supper   these   persons   who   are   ready   to   profess 
publicly  the  faith  into  which  they  were  baptized. 
Their  names  are  .  .  . 

Addressing  them  as  they  stand  in  order  before  him, 
the  Minister,  with  the  Elders  about  him,  shall  say  : 

BELOVED  in  the  Lord, 
In  the  days  of  your  infancy  you  were  by 
Baptism  claimed  as  the  children  of  God,  and 
engaged  to  be  the  followers  of  Jesus  Christ.  God 
in  His  mercy  has  spared  you  to  years  of  responsi 
bility;  and  you  have  now,  of  your  own  choice,  come 
to  take  upon  yourselves  the  obligations  of  Christ's 
disciples  and  openly  to  join  the  communion  of  His 
Church. 

I  call  upon  you,  therefore,  to  give  answer,  as  in 
the  presence  of  God,  to  the  questions  I  now  put  to 
you. 

Do  you  receive  and  confess  the  Christian  faith, 
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believing  in  God  the  Father  as  your  heavenly 
Father,  in  Jesus  Christ  as  your  Lord  and  Saviour, 
and  in  the  Holy  Spirit  as  your  Sanctifier. 

(Aw.)— I  do. 

Do  you  confess  your  sins  and  turn  from  them 
with  godly  sorrow,  and  put  your  trust  in  the  mercy 
of  God  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus;  and  do  you  pro 
mise,  in  dependence  on  Divine  grace,  to  walk  in 
His  ways  all  the  days  of  your  life  ? 

(Ans.)—l  do. 

Do  you  promise  to  submit  yourselves  to  all  the 
ordinances  of  Christ,  to  make  diligent  use  of  the 
means  of  grace,  and  faithfully  to  support  the  work 
and  worship  of  the  Church  ? 

(Ans.)—I  do. 

In  the  Name  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  great  King  and 
Head  of  the  Church,  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
Session  of  this  Congregation,  I  do  now  admit  and 
welcome  you  to  the  fellowship  of  the  Lord's  Table 
and  to  all  the  privileges  of  full  communion  with  the 
Church  of  Christ. 

When  Communicants  are  received  from  other  Churches 
or  from  other  Congregations  of  the  same  Church,  the 
Minister,  having  read  their  names,  shall  address  them 
after  this  manner  : 

BELOVED  in  the  Lord, 
Having  already  made  public  confession 
of  your  faith  in  Christ,  and  having  transferred  your 
membership  in  His  Church  to  this  congregation, 
we  hereby  admit  and  welcome  you  to  its  fellowship. 
Do  you  promise  to  persevere  in  the  diligent  use  of 
the  means  of  grace,  and  earnestly  in  all  things  to 
seek  the  peace  and  welfare  of  the  Church  ? 

(Ans.)— I  do. 
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The  very  God  of  peace  sanctify  you  wholly;  and 
I  pray  your  whole  spirit  and  soul  and  body  be  pre 
served  blameless  unto  the  coming  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 

Addressing  all  present,  the  Minister  shall  say  : 
These  persons,  having  been  admitted  into  full 
communion  with  the  Church  of  Christ  and  into  the 
membership   of   this   Congregation,   are   cordially 
commended  to  your  confidence  and  fellowship. 

Let  us  pray. 

A  LMIGHTY  God,  we  bless  and  thank  Thee  that, 
Ji\ by  Thy  grace  given  to  these  Thy  children, 
they  have  been  led  to  confess  Christ  before  men; 
and  that  to  us  has  been  given  the  joy  of  receiving 
them  into  the  Church  of  Thy  dear  Son.  We  thank 
Thee  that,  in  the  days  of  their  infancy,  they  were, 
by  their  baptism,  laid  in  the  arms  of  the  good 
Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  our  souls.  We  thank  Thee 
for  all  the  means  of  grace  by  which  Thou  didst 
draw  them  to  Thyself ;  for  the  loving  counsels  of 
Christian  parents  and  teachers  and  pastors;  and 
that  they  have  been  enabled  to  witness  a  good 
confession. 

Forgive,  O  most  gracious  God,  the  sins  and 
faults  of  their  youth;  and  be  pleased  to  accept 
them  as  they  now  dedicate  themselves  to  Thee  and 
to  Thy  service.  Bestow  upon  them  the  manifold 
gifts  of  Thy  Spirit,  the  spirit  of  wisdom  and  under 
standing,  the  spirit  of  counsel  and  might,  the 
spirit  of  knowledge  and  the  fear  of  the  Lord. 
Vouchsafe  unto  them  Thy  help  and  blessing  when 
they  approach  the  Table  of  the  Lord  to  partake  of 
the  most  precious  body  and  blood  of  Christ.  Give 
them  grace  to  see  Jesus  only.  Strengthen  every 
better  purpose  in  their  heart.  Confirm  every  good 
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resolution.  And  grant,  O  most  merciful  Father,  that 
they  may  continue  steadfast  unto  the  end,  and  that 
their  portion  may  be  with  Thy  saints  at  the  glorious 
appearing  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ, 
to  whom,  with  Thee  the  Father,  and  the  Holy 
Ghost,  be  glory  for  ever. 

Our  Father  which  art  in  heaven,  &c.    Amen. 

The  Minister  and  Elders  shall  then  give  to  each  the 
right  hand  of  fellowship. 

A  Hymn  may  be  sung,  to  be  followed  by  the  Bene 
diction: 

THE  peace  of  God,  which  passeth  all  under 
standing,  keep  your  hearts  and  minds  in  the 
knowledge  and  love  of  God,  and  of  His  Son  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord;  and  the  blessing  of  God  Almighty, 
the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  amongst 
you,  and  remain  with  you  always.  Amen. 
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The  persons  to  be  married  shall  take  their  places 
before  the  Minister,  the  man  having  the  woman  at  his 
left  hand,  all  present  reverently  standing.  The  Minister 
shall  say  : 

T7XCEPT  the  Lord  build  the  house,  they  labour  in 
XLvain  that  build  it. 

In  all  thy  ways  acknowledge  Him,  and  He  shall 
direct  thy  paths. 

DEARLY  Beloved, 
We  are  met  together,  in  the  presence  of 
God,  to  join  this  man  and  this  woman  in  holy  wed 
lock,  according  to  the  ordinance  of  God,  the  custom 
of  the  Christian  Church,  and  the  laws  of  this  realm, 
and  to  implore  on  their  behalf  the  blessing  of 
Almighty  God. 

Marriage  is  an  honourable  estate,  instituted  by 
God,  sanctioned  and  honoured  by  the  presence  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  at  the  wedding  feast  in  Cana 
of  Galilee,  and  set  forth  by  His  Apostle  as  a  symbol 
of  the  mystical  union  between  Christ  and  His 
Church.  It  was  ordained  of  God  as  the  foundation 
and  bond  of  family  life,  for  mutual  help  and  comfort 
of  husband  and  wife,  for  the  nurture  of  children  in 
piety  and  godliness,  and  for  the  welfare  of  the 
state. 
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This  estate  of  matrimony  is  therefore  not  to  be* 
entered  on  lightly  nor  unadvisedly,  but  thought 
fully,  reverently,  and  in  the  fear  of  God. 

If  any  one  can  shew  any  just  cause  why  these 
two  persons  may  not  lawfully  be  joined  in  matri 
mony,  let  him  now  declare  it,  or  else  hereafter  for 
ever  hold  his  peace. 

I  require  and  charge  you  both  that,  if  either  of 
you  know  any  lawful  impediment  why  you  may  not 
be  united  in  marriage,  you  do  now  declare  it. 

No    impediment    being    alleged    or*  confessed,    the 
Minister  shall  offer  prayer : 

Let  us  pray. 

ALMIGHTY  God,  the  Creator  and  Preserver  of 
y\men,  from  whom  cometh  every  good  and  per 
fect  gift,  we  bless  Thee  for  all  Thy  benefits,  and 
especially  at  this  time  for  Thine  ordinance  of 
marriage.  We  thank  Thee  that  in  Thy  Providence 
Thou  hast  led  these  Thy  servants  into  mutual 
affection  and  confidence.  Assist  them,  we  beseech 
Thee,  to  plight  their  troth  and  in  Thy  Name  to 
exchange  their  vows  of  love  and  faithfulness.  And 
may  it  please  Thee,  without  whose  benediction 
nothing  can  prosper,  to  grant  us  now  the  joy  and 
blessing  of  Thy  presence:  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.  Amen. 

The  Minister  shall  then  say  : 

Who  giveth  this  woman  to  be  married  to  this 
man? 

The  father,  or  whoever  takes  his  place,  shall  answer  : 
I  do. 

The  Minister  shall  then  say  to  the  man  : 
M.,  wilt  thou  have  this  woman  to  thy  wedded 
wife,  to  live  together  after  God's  ordinance  in  the 
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holy  estate  of  matrimony?  Wilt  thou  love  her, 
comfort  her,  honour  and  keep  her,  in  sickness  and 
in  health,  and  faithfully  keep  thee  to  her  alone,  as 
long  as  you  both  shall  live  ? 

The  man  shall  answer  :   I  will. 

The  Minister  shall  then  say  to  the  woman  : 
N.,  wilt  thou  have  this  man  to  thy  wedded  hus 
band,  to  live  together  after  God's  ordinance  in  the 
holy  state  of  matrimony?  Wilt  thou  love  him, 
comfort  him,  honour  and  keep  him,  in  sickness  and 
in  health,  and  faithfully  keep  thee  to  him  alone,  as 
long  as  you  both  shall  live? 

The  woman  shall  answer  :  I  will. 

The  Minister  shall  then  say  :    Join  your  right 
hands,  and  let  the  man  say  after  me: 
I,  M.,  do  take  thee,  N.,  to  be  my  lawful  wedded 
wife  :    to  have  and  to  hold  from  this  day  forward, 
for  better  for  worse,  for  richer  for  poorer,  in  sick 
ness   and   in  health,   to   love   and   to   cherish,   till 
death  us  do  part :    and  thereto  I  plight  thee  my 
troth. 

The  Minister  shall  then  say  :  Let  the  woman  say 
after  me  : 

I,  N.,  do  take  thee  M.,  to  be  my  lawful  wedded 
husband  :  to  have  and  to  hold  from  this  day  forward, 
for  better  for  worse,  for  richer  for  poorer,  in  sick 
ness  and  in  health,  to  love  and  to  cherish,  till 
death  us  do  part :  and  thereto  I  plight  thee  my 
troth. 

Or,  instead  of  the  above  questions,  the  Minister  shall 

cause  the  man,  holding  the  woman  by  the  right  hand, 

to  take  upon  him  the  vow  following  : 

Do  you,  M.,  take  this  woman  whom  you  now  hold 

by  the  hand  to  be  your  lawful  wife  :  do  you  promise 
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that  you  will  be  to  her  a  loving  and  loyal  husband, 
that  you  will  cherish  and  keep  her  in  sickness  and 
in  health  :  and  that,  forsaking  all  others,  you  will 
keep  you  only  unto  her  as  long  as  you  both  shall 
live  ? 

(Ans.}—l  do. 

The  woman,  holding  the  man  by  the  right  handy 
shall  take  upon  her  the  vow  following  : 

Do  you,  N.,  take  this  man  whom  you  now  hold 
by  the  hand  to  be  your  lawful  husband  :  do  you 
promise  that  you  will  be  to  him  a  loving  and  loyal 
wife,  that  you  will  cherish  and  keep  him  in  sickness 
and  in  health  :  and  that,  forsaking  all  others,  you 
will  keep  you  only  unto  him  as  long  as  you  both 
shall  live  ? 

(Ans.}—l  do. 

The  Minister,  addressing  the  man,  shall  then  say  : 

You  will  now  place  a  ring  on  the  fourth  finger  of 
the  woman's  left  hand,  and,  holding  the  ring  there, 
say  after  me  :  I  give  thee  this  ring  as  the  token  and 
pledge  of  the  covenant  now  made  between  us. 

Or  the  Minister  shall  say  : 

In  token  of  fidelity  to  these  vows  this  ring  is  given 
and  received. 

Then  the  man  shall  place  the  ring  on  the  fourth 
finger  of  the  woman's  left  hand. 

The  Minister  shall  then  declare  : 

What  God  hath  joined  together  let  not  man  put 
asunder.  Forasmuch  as  M.  and  N.  have  consented 
together  in  holy  wedlock,  and  have  declared  the 
same  before  God  and  in  presence  of  these  witnesses, 
I  pronounce  them  to  be  husband  and  wife,  in  the 
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Name  of  the  Father  and  of  the  Son  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

The  Minister  shall  pronounce  over  them  this  blessing  : 

The  Lord  bless  you  and  keep  you  :  the  Lord  make 
His  face  shine  upon  you,  and  be  gracious  unto  you  : 
the  Lord  lift  up  His  countenance  upon  you  and  give 
you  peace. 

Let  us  pray. 

OHOLY  and  blessed  God,  who  art  the  Author 
and  Giver  of  all  good  things,  send  down  Thy 
blessing,  we  beseech  Thee,  upon  these  Thy  servants 
whom  Thou  hast  now  through  the  ministry  of  the 
Church  made  man  and  wife.  As  Thou  hast  brought 
them  together  in  Thy  providence,  sanctify  them  by 
Thy  Spirit;  hallow  their  home  by  Thy  presence, 
giving  them  loyalty  of  heart  in  their  new  estate  and 
grace  to  fulfil  with  pure  and  steadfast  affection  the 
vow  and  covenant  made  before  Thee.  May  their 
love  never  know  doubt  or  change,  but  may  common 
tasks,  trials  and  joys  bind  them  ever  more  closely 
in  heart. 

Let  it  please  Thee  by  Thy  fatherly  goodness  to 
guide  their  steps,  to  supply  their  wants,  and  prosper 
their  undertakings.  Defend  them  against  the 
temptations  of  life;  give  them  health  and  well- 
being;  and  grant  them  the  desires  of  their  hearts 
according  to  Thy  will. 

Gracious  Father,  remember  the  homes  from 
which  they  have  come,  and  bless  those  who  have 
given  them  to  each  other.  We  pray  that  Thou 
wouldst  crown  this  day  with  Thy  perpetual  favour, 
giving  these  Thy  servants  the  blessing  which  maketh 
rich  and  addeth  no  sorrow  :  in  the  Name  of  Jesus 
Christ. 

Our  Father  which  art  in  heaven,  &c.    Amen. 
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Then  shall  the  Minister  read  one  or  more  of  the 
following  passages,  saying  : 

^    Hear  the  Word  of  God: 

t/'  Be  ye  therefore  followers  of  God,  as  dear  chil 
dren,  and  walk  in  love  as  Christ  also  hath  loved  us. 

Husbands,  love  your  wives,  even  as  Christ  also 
loved  the  Church  and  gave  Himself  for  it.  Dwell 
with  them  according  to  knowledge,  giving  honour 
unto  the  wife  as  unto  the  weaker  vessel,  and  as 
being  heirs  together  of  the  grace  of  life. 

Who  can  find  a  virtuous  woman?  Her  price  is 
far  above  rubies.  The  heart  of  her  husband  doth 
safely  trust  in  her.  Strength  and  honour  are  her 
clothing.  She  openeth  her  mouth  with  wisdom, 
and  in  her  tongue  is  the  law  of  kindness.  She 
looketh  well  to  the  ways  of  her  household.  Favour 
is  deceitful  and  beauty  is  vain;  but  a  woman  that 
feareth  the  Lord  she  shall  be  praised. 

•x  Bear  ye  one  another's  burdens,  and  so  fulfil  the  law 
of  Christ;  forbearing  one  another,  and  forgiving 
one  another. 

Love  suffereth  long  and  is  kind;  seeketh  not  her 
own;  is  not  easily  provoked,  thinketh  no  evil, 
beareth  all  things,  believeth  all  things,  hopeth  all 
things,  endureth  all  things. 

As  for  me  and  my  house,  we  will  serve  the  Lord. 

»x  Whither  thou  goest  I  will  go;  and  where  thou 
lodgest  I  will  lodge;  thy  people  shall  be  my  people, 
and  thy  God  my  God.  The  Lord  do  so  to  me,  and 
more  also,  if  aught  but  death  part  thee  and  me. 

And  the  very  God  of  peace  sanctify  you  wholly; 
and  I  pray  God  your  whole  spirit  and  soul  and  body 
be  preserved  blameless  unto  the  coming  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 
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Here  a  Hymn  may  be  sung)  to  be  followed  by  the 
Benediction :

THE  SOLEMNIZATION  OF 
MARRIAGE 

II 

The  persons  to  be  married  shall  take  their  places 
before  the  Minister,  the  man  having  the  woman  on 
his  left  hand,  all  reverently  standing.  The  Minister 
shall  say  : 

DEARLY  Beloved  Brethren, 
We  are  here  gathered  together,  in  the  sight 
of  God  and  in  the  face  of  this  congregation,  to  join 
together  this  man  and  this  woman  in  holy  matri 
mony;  which  honourable  estate  was  instituted  by 
God  Himself  in  the  time  of  man's  innocency;  which 
was  beautified  and  adorned  with  our  Lord's  presence 
and  first  miracle  in  Gana  of  Galilee;  commended 
by  St.  Paul  as  honourable  in  all;  and  consecrated 
as  signifying  unto  us  the  mystical  union  that  is 
between  Christ  and  His  Church. 

It  is  therefore  not  to  be  entered  on  lightly,  nor 
unadvisedly,  but  thoughtfully,  reverently,  and  in  the 
fear  of  God,  with  due  consideration  of  the  reasons 
for  which  it  was  ordained,  and  the  duties  which  it 
imposes. 

These  duties  you  find  plainly  set  forth  in  God's 
Holy  Word,  wherein  it  is  said: 

Submit  yourselves  one  to  another  in  the  fear  of 
God.  Wives,  submit  yourselves  unto  your  own 
husbands,  as  unto  the  Lord.  For  the  husband  is 
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the  head  of  the  wife,  even  as  Christ  is  the  head  of 
the  Church;  and  he  is  the  saviour  of  the  body. 
Therefore  as  the  Church  is  subject  unto  Christ,  so 
let  the  wives  be  to  their  own  husbands  in  every 
thing.  Husbands,  love  your  wives,  even  as  Christ 
also  loved  the  Church,  and  gave  himself  for  \t; 
that  he  might  sanctify  and  cleanse  it  with  the  wash 
ing  of  water  by  the  Word,  that  he  might  present  it 
to  himself  a  glorious  Church,  not  having  spot,  or 
wrinkle,  or  any  such  thing;  but  that  it  should  be 
holy  and  without  blemish.  So  ought  men  to  love 
their  wives  as  their  own  bodies.  He  that  loveth 
his  wife  loveth  himself.  For  no  man  ever  yet  hated 
his  own  flesh  :  but  nourisheth  and  cherisheth  it, 
even  as  the  Lord  the  Church  :  for  we  are  members 
of  his  body,  of  his  flesh,  and  of  his  bones.  For 
this  cause  shall  a  man  leave  his  father  and  mother, 
and  shall  be  joined  unto  his  wife,  and  they  two  shall 
be  one  flesh.  This  is  a  great  mystery  :  but  I  speak 
concerning  Christ  and  the  Church.  Nevertheless 
let  every  one  of  you  in  particular  so  love  his  wife 
even  as  himself;  and  the  wife  see  that  she  reverence 
her  husband. 

Into  this  holy  estate  this  man  and  this  woman 
are  now  come  to  be  joined.  Therefore,  if  any  that 
be  here  present  can  shew  any  just  cause  why  they 
may  not  lawfully  be  joined  together,  let  him  now 
declare  the  same. 

Here  the  Minister  shall  speak  to  the  persons  that 
are  there  present  to  be  married,  in  this  wise  : 

I  require  and  charge  you  both,  as  ye  will  answer 
at  the  day  of  judgment,  when  the  secrets  of  all 
hearts  shall  be  disclosed,  that  if  either  of  you  know 
any  impediment  why  you  may  not  be  lawfully 
joined  together  in  matrimony,  ye  confess  it;  for  be 
ye  well  assured  that  so  many  as  be  coupled  together 
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otherwise  than  God's  Word  doth  allow  are  not 
joined  together  by  God,  neither  is  their  matrimony 
lawful. 

If  no  impediment  be  alleged  or  confessed,  the  Minister 
shall  say  : 

Let  us  pray. 

\ LMIGHTY  God  our  heavenly  Father,  from  whom 
j[\ cometh  down  every  good  and  perfect  gift,  lift 
Thou  the  light  of  Thy  countenance,  we  beseech 
Thee,  upon  us  Thy  children.  May  Thy  blessing 
which  maketh  rich  and  addeth  no  sorrow  rest  upon 
these  Thy  servants  who  are  now  about  to  be  united 
in  holy  matrimony  according  to  Thine  own  institu 
tion  and  ordinance. 

Grant  that,  acknowledging  Thee  and  seeking  to 
please  Thee  in  this  and  all  things,  they  may  be 
exceeding  glad  with  Thy  countenance,  and  may 
enjoy  Thy  loving -kindness  which  is  better  than 
life  :  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

Thereafter,  the  man  with  his  right  hand  taking  the 
woman  by  her  right  hand,  the  Minister  shall  say  : 
Do  you,  M.,  take  this  woman  to  be  your  lawful 
wife;    do  you  promise  that  you  will  be  to  her  a 
loving  and  faithful  husband;   that  you  will  honour 
and  keep  her  in  sickness  and  in  health,  in  joy  and 
in  sorrow,  in  plenty  and  in  want;  keeping  faith  and 
troth  toward  her  as  the  Word  of  God  doth  command, 
so  long  as  you  both  shall  live  ? 

(Ans.}—l  do. 

Then  the  Minister,  addressing  the  woman,  shall  say  : 

Do  you,  N.,  take  this  man  to  be  your  lawful  hus 
band;  do  you  promise  that  you  will  be  to  him  a 
loving  and  faithful  wife;  that  you  will  honour  and 
keep  him  in  sickness  and  in  health,  in  joy  and  in 
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sorrow,  in  plenty  and  in  want;  keeping  faith  and 
troth  toward  him  as  the  Word  of  God  doth  com 
mand,  so  long  as  you  both  shall  live? 

(Ans.y-I  do. 

A  ring  being  provided,  the  man  shall  hand  it  to  the 
Minister,  who  shall  say  : 

Do   you,    M.,    give   this    ring   in   token   of   your 
loyalty  to  these  vows  ? 

do. 


The  Minister,  addressing  the  woman,  shall  say  : 
Do  you,  N.,  receive  this  ring  in  token  of  the  same  ?

Then  the  Minister,  returning  the  ring  to  the  man, 

shall  cause  him  to  put  it  on  the  fourth  finger  of  the 

woman's  left  hand.     This  done,  the  Minister  shall  say  : 

In  token  of  fidelity  to  the  vow  you  have  taken  this 

ring  is  given  and  received.

OGOD,  the  Author  and  Giver  of  all  good  things, 
who  hast  consecrated  this  estate  of  marriage 
and  made  it  holy,  let  Thy  blessing,  we  humbly 
beseech  Thee,  descend  and  rest  upon  these  Thy 
servants,  who  have  now  been  joined  together  in 
holy  matrimony. 

Grant  unto  them  health,  prosperity,  and  peace. 
May  they  dwell  together  in  unity  and  love  all  the 
days  of  their  life.  And,  above  all  things,  we  pray 
Thee  to  enrich  their  souls  with  Thy  heavenly  grace, 
that  they  may  obey  and  serve4  Thee  all  their  days, 
walking  in  the  steps  of  Jesus  Christ  Thyt  Son; 
that  finally,  when  the  joys  and  sorrows,  and  all  the 
good  and  evil  of  this  passing  world  are  ended,  they 
may  inherit  Thy  promises  and  be  made  partakers 
of  eternal  joy  :  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

Our  Father  which  art  in  heaven,  &c.    Amen. 

Here  a  Marriage  Hymn  may  be  sung,  after  which 
the  Minister  shall  pronounce  the  Benediction  : 

THE  peace  of  God,  which  passeth  all  under 
standing,  keep  your  hearts  and  minds  in  the 
knowledge  and  love  of  God,  and  of  His  Son  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord;  and  the  blessing  of  God  Almighty, 
the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  be 
amongst  you,  and  remain  with  you  always.  Amen. 

Thereafter  the  Register  shall  be  signed. 

Directory  Note. 

Wherever  it  is  possible ' '  the  Minister  is  publicly  to 
solemnize  Marriage  in  the  place  appointed  by  authority 
for  Public  Worship,  before  a  competent  number  of 
credible  witnesses,  at  some  convenient  hour  of  the  day  ' 
( Westminster  Directory) . 
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When  all  are  assembled  in  the  house  or  the  Church, 
the  Minister  shall  begin  the  Service  by  reciting  one  or 
more  Scripture  Sentences,  such  as  the  following  : 

GOD  is  our  refuge  and  strength,  a  very  present 
help  in  trouble.  * 

Like  as  a  father  pitieth  his  children,  so  the  Lord 
pitieth  them  that  fear  Him.  For  He  knoweth  our 
frame;  He  remembereth  that  we  are  dust. 

He  will  not  cast  off  for  ever ;  but  though  He  cause 
grief,  yet  will  He  have  compassion  according  to  the 
multitude  of  His  mercies. 

Cast  thy  burden  upon  the  Lord,  and  He  shall 
sustain  Thee. 

Blessed  be  the  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  which  according  to  His  abundant  mercy 
hath  begotten  us  again  unto  a  lively  hope  by  the 
resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ  from  the  dead,  to  an 
inheritance  incorruptible,  and  undefiled,  and  that 
fadeth  not  away,  reserved  in  heaven  for  you. 

Precious  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord  is  the  death  of  His 
saints. 

The  Minister  shall  then  say  : 

Let  us  pray. 

FATHER   of  mercies   and   God   of  all   comfort, 
whose    will    is    sovereign    and    whose    love    is 
infinite  :    be  pleased  to  help  our  infirmities  by  the 
succour  of  Thy  Spirit  in  our  time  of  trouble.    And, 
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for  the  sake  of  Thy  dear  Son,  who  Himself  likewise 
was  partaker  of  our  flesh  and  blood,  enable  us  so 
to  hear  Thy  Word,  that  through  patience  and  com 
fort  of  the  Scriptures  we  may  have  hope;  and  that 
we  may  be  raised  above  the  shadows  of  mortality 
into  the  light  of  Thy  countenance  and  the  peace  of 
Thy  presence  :  through  Him  who  died  and  rose 
again,  even  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

Then  shall  some  of  the  following  portions  of  Holy 
Scripture  be  read,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Minister,  who 
shall  say  : 

Hear  the  Word  of  God,  written  for  our  comfort 
and  admonition. 

Psalm  xc.  Lord,  thou  hast  been  our  dwelling  place 
in  all  generations. 

Before  the  mountains  were  brought  forth,  or  ever 
thou  hadst  formed  the  earth  and  the  world,  even 
from  everlasting  to  everlasting  thou  art  God. 

Thou  turnest  man  to  destruction;  and  sayest, 
Return,  ye  children  of  men. 

For  a  thousand  years  in  thy  sight  are  but  as 
yesterday  when  it  is  past,  and  as  a  watch  in  the 
night. 

Thou  carriest  them  away  as  with  a  flood;  they 
are  as  a  sleep  :  in  the  morning  they  are  like  grass 
which  groweth  up. 

In  the  morning  it  flourisheth,  and  groweth  up  ; 
in  the  evening  it  is  cut  down,  and  withereth. 

For  we  are  consumed  by  thine  anger,  and  by  thy 
wrath  are  we  troubled. 

Thou  hast  set  our  iniquities  before  thee,  our 
secret  sins  in  the  light  of  thy  countenance. 

For  all  our  days  are  passed  away  in  thy  wrath  :  we 
spend  our  years  as  a  tale  that  is  told. 

The  days  of  our  years  are  threescore  years  and 
ten;  and  if  by  reason  of  strength  they  be  fourscore 
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years,  yet  is  their  strength  labour  and  sorrow; 
for  it  is  soon  cut  off,  and  we  fly  away. 

Who  knoweth  the  power  of  thine  anger  ?  even 
according  to  thy  fear,  so  is  thy  wrath. 

So  teach  us  to  number  our  days,  that  we  may 
apply  our  hearts  unto  wisdom. 

Return,  O  Lord,  how  long?  and  let  it  repent  thee 
concerning  thy  servants. 

0  satisfy  us  early  with  thy  mercy;   that  we  may 
rejoice  and  be  glad  all  our  days. 

Make  us  glad  according  to  the  days  wherein  thou 
hast  afflicted  us,  and  the  years  wherein  we  have 
seen  evil. 

Let  thy  work  appear  unto  thy  servants,  and  thy 
glory  unto  their  children. 

And  let  the  beauty  of  the  Lord  our  God  be  upon 
us  :  and  establish  thou  the  work  of  our  hands  upon 
us  ;  yea,  the  work  of  our  hands  establish  thou  it. 
Psalm  xxxix.  4.  Lord,  make  me  to  know  mine  end, 
and  the  measure  of  my  days,  what 
it  is;  that  I  may  know  how  frail  I  am. 

Behold,  thou  hast  made  my  days  as  an  hand- 
breadth;  and  mine  age  is  as  nothing  before  thee: 
verily  every  man  at  his  best  state  is  altogether 
vanity. 

Surely  every  man  walketh  in  a  vain  shew  :  surely 
they  are  disquieted  in  vain:  he  heapeth  up  riches, 
and  knoweth  not  who  shall  gather  them. 

And  now,  Lord,  what  wait  I  for?  my  hope  is  in 
thee. 

Deliver  me  from  all  my  transgressions  :  make 
me  not  the  reproach  of  the  foolish. 

1  was  dumb,  I  opened  not  my  mouth;    because 
thou  didst  it. 

Remove  thy  stroke  away  from  me  :   I  am  con 
sumed  by  the  blow  of  thine  hand. 
When  thou  with  rebukes  dost  correct  man  for 
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iniquity,  thou  makest  his  beauty  to  consume  away 
like  a  moth:  surely  every  man  is  vanity. 

Hear  my  prayer,  O  Lord,  and  give  ear  unto  my  cry; 
hold  not  thy  peace  at  my  tears :  for  I  am  a  stranger 
with  thee,  and  a  sojourner,  as  all  my  fathers  were. 

O  spare  me,  that  I  may  recover  strength,  before 
I  go  hence,  and  be  no  more. 

Psalm  xxiii.  The  Lord  is  my  shepherd ;  I  shall  not 
want. 

He  maketh  me  to  lie  down  in  green  pastures  : 
he  leadeth  me  beside  the  still  waters. 

He  restoreth  my  soul:  he  leadeth  me  in  the  paths 
of  righteousness  for  his  name's  sake. 

Yea,  though  I  walk  through  the  valley  of  the 
shadow  of  death,  I  will  fear  no  evil:  for  thou  art 
with  me;  thy  rod  and  thy  staff  they  comfort  me. 

Thou  preparest  a  table  before  me  in  the  presence 
of  mine  enemies :  thou  anointest  my  head  with 
oil;  my  cup  runneth  over. 

Surely  goodness  and  mercy  shall  follow  me  all 
the  days  of  my  life  :  and  I  will  dwell  in  the  house  of 
the  Lord  for  ever. 

Psalm  ciii.  13.    Like  as  a  father  pitieth  his  children,  so 
v  the  Lord  pitieth  them  that  fear  him. 

For  he  knoweth  our  frame;  he  remembereth  that 
we  are  dust. 

As  for  man,  his  days  are  as  grass:  as  a  flower  of 
the  field,  so  he  flourisheth. 

For  the  wind  passeth  over  it,  and  it  is  gone;  and 
the  place  thereof  shall  know  it  no  more. 

But  the  mercy  of  the  Lord  is  from  everlasting  to 
everlasting  upon  them  that  fear  him,  and  his 
righteousness  unto  children's  children. 
St.  John  xiv.  Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled :  ye 
believe  in  God,  believe  also  in  me. 
In  my  Father's  house  are  many  mansions:  if  it 
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were  so,  I  would  have  told  you.  I  go  to  prepare 
a  place  for  you.  And  if  I  go  and  prepare  a  place  for 
you,  I  will  come  again,  and  receive  you  unto  my 
self;  that  where  I  am,  there  ye  may  be  also, 
i  Cor.  xv.  20.  Now  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead, 
and  become  the  firstfruits  of  them 
that  slept.  For  since  by  man  came  death,  by  man 
came  also  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.  For  as  in 
Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall  all  be  made 
alive.  But  every  man  in  his  own  order:  Christ 
the  firstfruits;  afterward  they  that  are  Christ's  at 
his  coming.  .  .  . 

But  some  man  will  say,  How  are  the  dead  raised 
up?  and  with  what  body  do  they  come ?  Thou  fool, 
that  which  thou  sowest  is  not  quickened  except  it 
die;  and  that  which  thou  sowest,  thou  sowest  not 
that  body  that  shall  be.  ...  But  God  giveth  it  a 
body  as  it  hath  pleased  him,  and  to  every  seed  his 
own  body.  .  .  . 

So  also  is  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.  It  is 
sown  in  corruption;  it  is  raised  in  incorruption. 
It  is  sown  in  dishonour;  it  is  raised  in  glory.  It  is 
sown  in  weakness ;  it  is  raised  in  power.  It  is  sown 
a  natural  body;  it  is  raised  a  spiritual  body.  .  .  . 
Now  this  I  say,  brethren,  that  flesh  and  blood 
cannot  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God;  neither  doth 
corruption  inherit  incorruption.  .  .  .  For  this  cor 
ruptible  must  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal 
must  put  on  immortality.  So  when  this  corruptible 
shall  have  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal 
shall  have  put  on  immortality,  then  shall  bt  brought 
to  pass  the  saying  that  is  written,  Death  is  swallowed 
up  in  victory.  O  death,  where  is  thy  sting  ?  O  grave, 
where  is  thy  victory?  The  sting  of  death  is  sin; 
and  the  strength  of  sin  is  the  law.  But  thanks  be 
to  God,  which  giveth  us  the  victory  through  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
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Therefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  be  ye  stedfast, 
unmoveable,  always  abounding  in  the  work  of  the 
Lord,  forasmuch  as  ye  know  that  your  labour  is 
not  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 

Rom.  viii.  18, 35.     I    reckon    that    the    sufferings    of 
this  present  time  are  not  worthy 
to   be   compared   with   the   glory   which   shall   be 
revealed  in  us. 

Who  shall  separate  us  from  the  love  of  Christ? 
Shall  tribulation,  or  distress,  or  persecution,  or 
famine,  or  nakedness,  or  peril,  or  sword?  As  it 
is  written,  For  thy  sake  we  are  killed  all  the  day 
long;  we  are  accounted  as •  sheep  for  the  slaughter. 
Nay,  in  all  these  things  we  are  more  than 
conquerors,  through  him  that  loved  us.  For  I  am 
persuaded  that  neither  death,  nor  life,  nor  angels, 
nor  principalities,  nor  powers,  nor  things  present, 
nor  things  to  come,  nor  height,  nor  depth,  nor  any 
other  creature,  shall  be  able  to  separate  us  from  the 

love  of  God,  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord.

""i  Thess.  iv.  13.  I  would  not  have  you  to  be  ignorant, 
brethren,  concerning  them  which 
are  asleep,  that  ye  sorrow  not,  even  as  others  which 
have  no  hope.  For  if  we  believe  that  Jesus  died  and 
rose  again,  even  so  them  also  which  sleep  in  Jesus 
will  God  bring  with  him. 

Rev.  xxi.  2  ;  xxii.  3.  I  John  saw  the  holy  city,  new 
Jerusalem,  coming  down  from 
God  out  of  heaven,  prepared  as  a  bride  adorned  for 
her  husband.  And  I  heard  a  great  voice  out  of 
heaven  saying,  Behold,  the  tabernacle  of  God  is 
with  men,  and  he  will  dwell  with  them,  and  they 
shall  be  his  people,  and  God  himself  shall  be  with 
them,  and  be  their  God.  And  God  shall  wipe  away 
all  tears  from  their  eyes;  and  there  shall  be  no 
more  death,  neither  sorrow,  nor  crying,  neither 
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shall  there  be  any  more  pain :  for  the  former  things 
are  passed  away.  .  .  .  And  there  shall  be  no  more 
curse :  but  the  throne  of  God  and  of  the  Lamb  shall 
be  in  it ;  and  his  servants  shall  serve  him :  and 
they  shall  see  his  face  ;  and  his  name  shall  be  in 
their  foreheads.  And  there  shall  be  no  night  there; 
and  they  need  no  candle,  neither  light  of  the  sun ; 
for  the  Lord  God  giveth  them  light:  and  they  shall 
reign  for  ever  and  ever. 


At  the  Burial  of  a  Child. 


He  shall  feed  his  flock  like  a  shepherd  :  he  shall 
gather  the  lambs  with  his  arm,  and  shall  carry 
them  in  his  bosom. 

2  Sam.  xii.  16.  David  besought  God  for  the  child; 
and  David  fasted,  and  went  in,  and 
lay  all  night  upon  the  earth.  And  the  elders  of  his 
house  arose,  and  went  to  him,  to  raise  him  up  from 
the  earth  :  but  he  would  not,  neither  did  he  eat 
bread  with  them.  And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  seventh 
day,  that  the  child  died.  And  the  servants  of  David 
feared  to  tell  him  that  the  child  was  dead:  for  they 
said,  Behold,  while  the  child  was  yet  alive,  we  spake 
unto  him,  and  ho  would  not  hearken  unto  our  voice: 
how  will  he  then  vex  himself,  if  we  tell  him  that 
the  child  is  dead?  But  when  David  saw  that  his 
servants  whispered,  David  perceived  that  the  child 
was  dead:  therefore  David  said  unto  his  servants, 
Is  the  child  dead?  And  they  said,  He  is  dead. 
Then  David  arose  from  the  earth,  and  washed,  and 
anointed  himself,  and  changed  his  apparel,  and 
came  into  the  house  of  the  Lord,  and  worshipped: 
then  he  came  to  his  own  house  ;  and  when  he 
required,  they  set  bread  before  him,  and  he  did 
eat.  Then  said  his  servants  unto  him,  What  thing 
is  this  that  thou  hast  done?  thou  didst  fast  and 
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weep  for  the  child,  while  it  was  alive;  but  when  the 
child  was  dead,  thou  didst  rise  and  eat  bread.  And 
he  said,  While  the  child  was  yet  alive,  I  fasted  and 
wept:  for  I  said,  Who  can  tell  whether  God  will  be 
gracious  to  me,  that  the  child  may  live?  But  now 
he  is  dead,  wherefore  should  I  fast?  Can  I  bring 
him  back  again?  I  shall  go  to  him,  but  he  shall 
not  return  to  me. 

St.  Mark  x.  13.  They  brought  young  children  to 
him,  that  he  should  touch  them; 
and  his  disciples  rebuked  those  that  brought  them. 
But  when  Jesus  saw  it,  he  was  much  displeased, 
and  said  unto  them,  Suffer  the  little  children  to 
come  unto  me,  and  forbid  them  not:  for  of  such  is 
the  kingdom  of  God.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Who 
soever  shall  not  receive  the  kingdom  of  God  as 
a  little  child,  he  shall  not  enter  therein.  And  he 
took  them  up  in  his  arms,  put  his  hands  upon  them, 
and  blessed  them. 

St.  Matt,  xviii.  i.  At  the  same  time  came  the  dis- 
ciples  unto  Jesus,  saying,  Who  is 
the  greatest  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven  ?  And  Jesus 
called  a  little  child  unto  him,  and  set  him  in  the 
midst  of  them,  and  said,  Verily  I  say  unto  you, 
Except  ye  be  converted,  and  become  as  little 
children,  ye  shall  not  enter  into  the  kingdom  of 
heaven.  .  .  .  Take  heed  that  ye  despise  not  one  of 
these  little  ones;  for  I  say  unto  you,  That  in  heaven 
their  angels  do  always  behold  the  face  of  my 
Father  which  is  in  heaven.  .  .  .  Even  so  it  is  not  the 
will  of  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven  that  one  of 
these  little  ones  should  perish. 

At  the  Burial  of  an  Aged  Person. 

Thou  shalt  come  to  thy  grave  in  a  full  age,  like 
as  a  shock  of  corn  cometh  in  in  his  season. 
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The  hoary  head  is  a  crown  of  glory,  if  it  be  found 
in  the  way  of  righteousness. 

I  have  fought  a  good  fight,  I  have  finished  my 
course,  I  have  kept  the  faith.  Henceforth  there  is 
laid  up  for  me  a  crown  of  righteousness. 

The  reading  from  Holy  Scripture  may  end  with  one 
of  the  following  sentences : 

The  Lord  gave,  and  the  Lord  hath  taken  away; 
blessed  be  the  Name  of  the  Lord. 

For  me  to  live  is  Christ,  and  to  die  is  gain.  .  .  . 
To  depart,  and  to  be  with  Christ,  which  is  far 
better. 

Let  your  loins  be  girded  about,  and  your  lights 
burning. 

Blessed  be  God,  even  the  Father  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  the  Father  of  mercies,  and  the  God  of 
all  comfort;  who  comforteth  us  in  all  our  tribula 
tion,  that  we  may  be  able  to  comfort  them  which 
are  in  any  trouble  by  the  comfort  wherewith  we 
ourselves  are  comforted  of  God. 

Here  may  be  sung  a  Psalm  or  Hymn. 

Then  may  follow  one  or  more  of  these  prayers,  the 
Minister  using  such  as  are  most  appropriate  : 
Let  us  pray. 

A  General  Prayer. 

\ LMIGHTY  and  most  merciful  God,  who  knowest 
2\ our  frame  and  rememberest  that  we  are  dust : 
look  in  Thy  great  compassion  upon  us,  whom  Thou 
hast  brought  into  the  presence  of  sorrow,  and  under 
the  dark  shadow  of  death.  In  the  silence  of  this 
hour  speak  to  us  of  eternal  things;  and  when  our 
spirits  sink  before  the  mystery  of  life  and  of  death, 
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comfort  us  with  the  assurance  that  neither  life  nor 
death  can  ever  separate  us  from  Thy  love,  which 
is  in  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

God  of  the  spirits  of  all  flesh,  most  humbly  and 
heartily  we  thank  Thee  to-day  for  the  great  hope 
of  eternal  life  which  Thou  hast  given  us  in  the  Gospel 
of  Thy  dear  Son,  Jesus  Christ,  and  confirmed  unto 
us  by  His  glorious  resurrection  from  the  grave; 
for  His  promises  to  them  that  fall  asleep  in  Him, 
and  who  are  for  ever  with  Him;  for  the  revelation 
of  that  world  where  there  is  no  more  pain,  and  where 
parting  is  unknown;  and  for  the  assurance  that  in 
our  Father's  house  are  many  mansions,  and  that 
those  who  sleep  in  Jesus  the  Lord  will  bring  with 
Him.  Cheered  by  these  hopes,  we  would  commit 
our  beloved  dead  into  Thy  holy  and  most  merciful 
keeping,  believing  that,  though  we  see  them  no 
more,  they  are  safe  with  Thee:  that  they  rest  from 
their  labours  and  their  works  do  follow  them: 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

Prayer  for  the  Bereaved. 

O  HEAVENLY  Father,  whose  blessed  Son  Jesus 
Christ  did  weep  at  the  grave  of  Lazarus:  look, 
we  beseech  Thee,  with  compassion  upon  those  who 
are  now  in  sorrow  and  affliction;  comfort  them, 
O  Lord,  with  Thy  gracious  consolations;  make 
them  to  know  that  all  things  work  together  for  good 
to  them  that  love  Thee;  and  grant  them  evermore 
sure  trust  and  confidence  in  Thy  fatherly  care: 
through  the  same  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

Or  this  : 

ALMIGHTY  and  most  merciful  God,  the  consola- 
X\tion  of  the  sorrowful,  look  down  in  love  and 
pity,  we  beseech  Thee,  upon  Thy  servants,  whose 
joy  is  turned  into  mourning;  so  that,  while  they 
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mourn,  they  may  not  murmur,  but,  remembering 
all  Thy  mercies,  Thy  promises,  and  Thy  love  in 
Christ,  may  resign  themselves  into  Thy  hands  to 
be  taught  and  disciplined  by  Thee:  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

Or  this  : 

OLORD  Jesus  Christ,  who  Thyself  didst  weep 
beside  the  grave,  and  art  touched  with  the 
feeling  of  our  sorrows :  fulfil  now  Thy  promise  that 
Thou  wilt  not  leave  Thy  people  comfortless,  but 
wilt  come  to  them.  Reveal  Thyself  unto  Thine 
afflicted  servants,  and  cause  them  to  hear  Thee 
saying,  I  am  the  Resurrection  and  the  Life.  Help 
them,  O  Lord,  to  turn  to  Thee  with  true  discernment, 
and  to  abide  in  Thee  through  living  faith;  that, 
finding  now  the  comfort  of  Thy  presence,  they  may 
have  also  a  sure  confidence  in  Thee  for  all  that  is 
to  come,  until  the  day  break  and  the  shadows  flee 
away.  Hear  us  for  Thy  mercy's  sake.  Amen. 

Here   may   be   introduced  such   special  prayers   or 
petitions  as  are  proper  to  the  occasion. 

A  Prayer  for  All. 

ALMIGHTY  and  everlasting  God,  we  beseech 
J[\  Thee  to  have  mercy  on  all  now  before  Thee. 
We  humbly  entreat  Thee  that,  with  true  penitence 
of  heart,  we  may  receive  aright  the  warnings  of 
Thy  Providence;  remembering  that,  at  an  hour 
when  we  think  not,  we  may  be  called  to  appear 
before  Thy  presence. 

O  merciful  Father,  suffer  none  of  us  to  live  without 
Thee  and  without  hope  in  the  world;  but  constrain 
us  by  Thy  love  that,  renewed  by  Thy  grace,  we  may 
walk  before  Thee  in  newness  of  life. 

Deliver  us  from  the  power  of  sin,  and  the  fear  of 
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death;  and  grant  that,  whensoever  our  call  may 
come,  we  may  depart  in  peace,  to  rise  again  in 
glory,  through  the  might  and  merits  of  Jesus 
Christ,  to  whom  with  Thee,  and  the  Holy  Ghost, 
we  would  ascribe  all  glory  and  praise  world  without 
end .  Amen. 

Or  this : 

OGOD,  whose  days  are  without  end,  and  whose 
mercies  cannot  be  numbered:*  make  us,  we 
beseech  Thee,  deeply  sensible  of  the  shortness  and 
uncertainty  of  human  life;  and  let  Thy  Holy  Spirit 
lead  us  in  holiness  and  righteousness  all  our  days: 
that,  when  we  shall  have  served  Thee  in  our  genera 
tion,  we  may  be  gathered  unto  our  fathers,  having 
the  testimony  of  a  good  conscience;  in  the  com 
munion  of  Thy  Son's  Church;  in  the  confidence  of 
a  certain  faith;  in  the  comfort  of  a  sure,  reasonable, 
and  holy  hope;  in  favour  with  Thee,  our  God,  and 
in  perfect  charity  with  all  men.  Grant  this,  we 
beseech  Thee,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
Amen. 

Remembrance  of  the  Departed. 

WE  remember,  O  Lord,  with  thanksgiving,  all 
those  who  have  faithfully  lived  and  peacefully 
died,  and  are  departed  in  the  hope  of  Resurrection 
to  Eternal  Life;  especially  those  most  dear  to  us, 
who  have  made  the  unseen  world  a  home  for  our 
hearts.  In  that  place  of  light  perpetual  whence 
sorrow  and  mourning  are  far  banished,  Thou  wilt 
give  them  rest,  O  Lord,  the  Lover  of  men. 

And  to  us  who  remain  give  the  spirit  of  happiness, 
and  the  peace  which  comes  from  living  close  to  our 
dear  ones,  through  being  one  in  Thee;  until  the 
time  come  that  we  meet  together  in  Thy  kingdom, 
and  death  is  swallowed  up  in  victory:  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 
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OUR  Father  which  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be 
Thy  Name.  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be 
done  in  earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven.  Give  us  this  day 
our  daily  bread.  And  forgive  us  our  trespasses, 
as  we  forgive  them  that  trespass  against  us.  And 
lead  us  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from 
evil:  for  Thine  is  the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and 
the  glory,  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen. 

At  the  Grave. 

When  the  body  has  been  brought  to  the  grave,  the 
Minister  shall  recite  one  or  more  of  the  sentences  here 
following  : 

I  am  the  resurrection  and  the  life,  saith  the  Lord; 
e  that  believeth  in  me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet 
shall  he  live  :  and  whosoever  liveth  and  believeth 
in  me  shall  never  die. 

Man  that  is  born  of  a  woman  is  of  few  days,  and 
full  of  trouble.  He  cometh  forth  like  a  flower,  and 
is  cut  down:  he  fleeth  also  as  a  shadow,  and  con- 
tinueth  not.  We  brought  nothing  into  this  world, 
and  it  is  certain  we  can  carry  nothing  out. 

Yea,  though  I  walk  through  the  valley  of  the 
shadow  of  death,  I  will  fear  no  evil:  for  thou  art 
with  me;  thy  rod  and  thy  staff  they  comfort  me. 

Fear  not;  I  am  the  first  and  the  last:  I  am  he  that 
liveth  and  was  dead;  and,  behold,  I  am  alive  for 
evermore,  and  I  have  the  keys  of  hell  and  of  death. 

For  we  know  that,  if  our  earthly  house  of  this  taber 
nacle  were  dissolved,  we  have  a  building  of  God,  an 
house  not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens. 

The  body  being  laid  in  the  grave,  the  Minister  shall  say: 
T^ORASMUCH  as  it  has  pleased  Almighty  God  to 
JP  take  unto  Himself  the  soul  of  our  brother  departed 
(or,  this  child),  we  therefore  commit  his  body  to  the 
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ground;  Qarth  to  earth,  ashes  to  ashes,  dust  to 
dustj  in  sure  and  certain  hope  of  the  resurrection 
of  tne  dead,  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ ;  who 
shall  change  our  corruptible  body,  that  it  may  be 
fashioned  like  unto  His  glorious  body,  according  to 
the  mighty  working  whereby  He  is  able  even  to 
subdue  all  things  unto  Himself.1 

I  heard  a  voice  from  heaven  saying  unto  me, 
Write,  From  henceforth  blessed  are  the  dead  which 
die  in  the  Lord:  even  so,  saith  the  Spirit;  for  they 
rest  from  their  labours. 

Let  us  pray. 

ALMIGHTY  God,  who  by  the  death  of  Thy  dear 
^/ySon  Jesus  Christ  hast  destroyed  death,  by  His 
rest  in  the  tomb  hast  sanctified  the  graves  of  the 
saints,  and  by  His  glorious  resurrection  hast 
brought  life  and  immortality  to  light:  receive,  we 
beseech  Thee,  our  unfeigned  thanks  for  that  victory 
over  death  and  the  grave  which  He  hath  obtained 
for  us  and  for  all  who  sleep  in  Him ;  and  keep  us  in 
everlasting  fellowship  with  all  that  wait  for  Thee 
on  earth,  and  with  all  that  are  around  Thee  in 
heaven;  in  union  with  Him  who  is  the  resurrection 
and  the  life,  who  liveth  and  reigneth  with  Thee, 
and  the  Holy  Ghost,  ever  one  God,  world  without 
end.  Amen. 

Or  this  : 

ALMIGHTY  God,  Our  heavenly  Father,  who,  in 
/~\Thy  perfect  wisdom  and  mercy,  hast  ended 
for  Thy  servants  departed  the  voyage  of  this 
troublous  life:  grant,  we  beseech  Thee,  that  we

may  be  said,  We  therefore  commit  his  body  to  the  deep,  looking  for 
the  resurrection  of  the  dead,  and  the  life  of  the  world  to  come, 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
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who  are  still  to  continue  our  course  amidst  earthly 
dangers,  temptations,  and  troubles,  may  evermore 
be  protected  by  Thy  mercy,  and  finally  come  to  the 
haven  of  eternal  salvation;  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.  Amen. 

Or  this  : 

\  LMIGHTY  God,  with  whom  do  live  the  spirits 
./\of  them  that  depart  hence  in  the  Lord,  and 
with  whom  the  souls  of  the  faithful,  after  they  are 
delivered  from  the  burden  of  the  flesh,  are  in  joy 
and  felicity:  we  praise  and  magnify  Thy  holy 
Name  for  all  Thy  servants  who  have  finished  their 
course  and  kept  the  faith;  beseeching  Thee  that  it 
may  please  Thee,  of  Thy  gracious  goodness,  shortly 
to  accomplish  the  number  of  Thine  elect,  and  to 
hasten  Thy  kingdom;  that  we,  with  all  those  who 
are  departed  in  the  true  faith  of  Thy  Holy  Name, 
may  have  our  perfect  consummation  and  bliss, 
both  in  body  and  soul,  in  Thy  eternal  and  ever 
lasting  glory :  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
Amen. 

Or  this  : 

O  MERCIFUL  God,  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  who  is  the  resurrection  and  the  life; 
in  whom  whosoever  believe th  shall  live,  though  he 
die;  and  whosoever  liveth  and  believeth  in  Him 
shall  not  die  eternally;  who  also  hath  taught  us, 
by  His  holy  apostle  St.  Paul,  not  to  be  sorry,  as  men 
without  hope,  for  them  that  sleep  in  Him:  we 
meekly  beseech  Thee,  O  Father,  to  raise  us  from 
the  death  of  sin  unto  the  life  of  righteousness;  that, 
when  we  shall  depart  this  life,  we  may  rest  in  Him; 
and  that,  at  the  general  resurrection  in  the  last 
day,  we  may  be  found  acceptable  in  Thy  sight,  and 
receive  that  blessing  which  Thy  well -beloved  Son 
shall  then  pronounce  to  all  that  love  and  fear  Thee, 
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saying,  e  Come,  ye  blessed  children  of  my  Father, 
receive  the  kingdom  prepared  for  you  from  the 
beginning  of  the  world.'  Grant  this,  we  beseech 
Thee,  O  merciful  Father,  through  Jesus  Christ, 
our  Mediator  and  Redeemer.  Amen. 

Or  this: 

SPIRIT  of  grace  and  benediction,  Father  of  Jesus 
Christ  and  our  Father,  Creator  of  these  dying 
bodies  and  the  Life  of  these  undying  souls:  help  us 
to  rise  above  the  earthly  to  the  heavenly;  with 
Christ  dying  unto  sin  and  living  only  unto  Thee; 
and  from  the  light  of  a  true  life  here  passing  at 
length  into  that  Presence  where  there  is  fulness  of 
joy  and  peace  evermore. 

Grant  us  this,  O  Father,  we  beseech  Thee,  for 
Jesus  Christ's  sake.    Amen.

At  the  Burial  of  a  Child. 

OLORD  Jesus  Christ,  who  didst  take  little 
children  into  Thine  arms  and  bless  them:

perceive  that  Thou  hast  now  taken  this  child  into 
the  arms  of  Thy  love,  and  hast  bestowed  upon  him 
the  blessings  of  Thy  gracious  favour;  who  livest 
and  reignest  with  the  Father  and  the  Holy  Spirit, 
one  God,  world  without  end.  Amen. 

The  Benediction. 

NOW  the  God  of  peace,  that  brought  again  from 
the  dead  our  Lord  Jesus,  that  great  Shepherd 
of  the  sheep,  through  the  blood  of  the  everlasting 
covenant,  make  you  perfect  in  every  good  work 
to  do  His  will,  working  in  you  that  which  is  well- 
pleasing  in  His  sight,  through  Jesus  Christ:  to 
whom  be  glory  for  ever  and  ever.

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THE  LICENSING  OF  CANDIDATES 
TO  PREACH  THE  GOSPEL 

At  the  time  appointed.,  the  Presbytery  being  consti 
tuted,  the  Candidates  to  preach  the  Gospel  shall  take 
their  places  before  the  Moderator  of  Presbytery  pre 
siding,  who  shall  call  upon  all  to  stand,  and  shall  read 
the  following  Scripture  sentences: 

Praise  waiteth  for  Thee,  O  God,  in  Zion:  and 
unto  Thee  shall  the  vow  be  performed. 

Blessed  is  the  man  whom  Thou  choosest,  and 
causest  to  approach  unto  Thee,  that  he  may  dwell 
in  Thy  courts;  we  shall  be  satisfied  with  the  good 
ness  of  Thy  house,  even  of  Thy  holy  temple. 

The  harvest  truly  is  plenteous,  but  the  labourers 
are  few.  Pray  ye,  therefore,  the  Lord  of  the  harvest, 
that  He  will  send  forth  labourers  into  His  harvest. 

The  Moderator  shall  then  call  upon  all  to  bow  down, 
and  shall  say  : 

Let  us  pray  for  the  increase  of  the  Ministry,  for 
the  Church  and  its  welfare,  and  for  the  conversion 
of  the  world  to  Christ: 

ALMIGHTY  and  everlasting  God,  who  hast 
2\ founded  a  Church  for  Thyself,  and  hast 
promised  to  dwell  in  it  for  ever,  increase,  we 
beseech  Thee,  the  faith  and  zeal  of  all  Thy  people, 
that  they  may  more  earnestly  desire,  and  more 
diligently  seek,  the  salvation  of  their  fellow -men, 
through  the  message  of  Thy  love  in  Jesus  Christ 
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our  Lord.  Send  forth  a  solemn  call  unto  Thy 
servants  to  preach  Thy  Word,  and  multiply  the 
number  of  those  who  labour  in  the  Gospel :  granting 
unto  them  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Enlighten 
and  sanctify,  we  beseech  Thee,  by  Thy  Word  and 
Spirit,  all  those  who  seek  to  serve  in  the  Ministry 
of  the  Gospel,  enabling  them  to  look  to  the  great 
bishop  and  shepherd  of  our  souls. 

O  God,  who  hast  built  Thy  Church  on  the  founda 
tion  of  Apostles  and  Prophets,  Jesus  Christ  being 
Himself  the  chief  corner-stone:  grant  that,  by  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  all  Christians  may  be  so 
joined  together  in  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  and  in  the 
bond  of  peace  that  they  may  be  an  holy  temple, 
acceptable  unto  Thee,  and  that  men  shall  ever  be 
raised  up  to  serve  their  generation  and  to  seek  the 
kingdom  of  God  and  His  righteousness. 

O  God,  who  hast  made  of  one  blood  all  nations 
of  men  to  dwell  on  the  face  of  the  whole  earth,  and 
who  didst  send  Thy  Son  to  preach  peace  to  them 
that  are  afar  off  and  to  them  that  are  nigh:  grant 
that  all  men  everywhere  may  seek  after  Thee  and 
find  Thee  through  Him  that  came  to  seek  and  to 
save  the  lost :  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
Amen. 

Then  the  Moderator  shall  say : 

BRETHREN  in  Christ:  God  by  His  Holy  Spirit 
calls  men  to  serve  Him  according  to  the  gifts 
bestowed  upon  them;  and  some  He  chooses  to 
serve  Him  in  preaching  the  Gospel  of  His  grace. 
He  has  given  commandment  unto  His  Church,  not 
only  to  pray  for  the  increase  of  the  Ministry,  but 
also  to  prove  and  try  those  who  seek  this  sacred 
office.  Therefore  it  is  fitting  that  those  who  desire 
to  give  themselves  to  this  Ministry  should  have 
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opportunity  to  make  trial  of  their  gifts.  The  over 
sight  of  these  matters  is  committed  to  the  Presby 
tery,  which  is  to  examine  each  candidate  in  regard 
to  his  religious  experience,  his  motives  in  seeking 
the  Ministry,  as  well  as  his  learning.  The  Presby 
tery,  having  made  such  examination  and  being 
thereby  persuaded  of  the  fitness  of  A.,  B.,  C.,  will 
now  proceed  to  license  them  as  preachers  of  the 
Gospel  as  soon  as  they  shall  have  satisfactorily 
answered  the  questions  appointed  by  the  Church.

Make  them 
guides  to  the  blind  and  to  them  that  are  out  of  the 
way;  succourers  of  the  oppressed,  and  helpers  of 
the  poor  and  needy,  that  they  may  be  followers  of 
the  Good  Shepherd,  who  gave  His  life  for  the  sheep. 
And  finally  we  pray  Thee  to  grant  that  all  to  whom 
they  shall  minister  Thy  word  may  be  stablished  in 
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righteousness,  and  kept  by  the  power  of  God  through 
faith  unto  salvation.  We  beseech  Thee  to  hear  us, 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

Our  Father  which  art  in  heaven,  &c.    Amen. 

Then  may  be  sung  an  appropriate  Psalm  or  Hymn, 
followed  by  the  Benediction: 

THE  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the 
love  of  God,  and  the  communion  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  be  with  you  all.    Amen. 
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ORDINATION  TO  THE  HOLY 
MINISTRY 

At  the  time  appointed  for  the  Ordination,  the 
Presbytery  shall  meet  in  a  convenient  room  of  the  Church, 
and  shall  be  constituted  with  prayer  by  the  Moderator. 

Members  of  Presbytery,  together  with  the  Candidate 
for  Ordination,  shall  enter  the  Church  in  order  and 
proceed  to  their  appointed  places.  It  is  proper  for  the 
Candidate  to  be  seated  in  front  of  the  Communion 
Table. 

Divine  Service  shall  be  celebrated  according  to  the 
usual  order,  the  Moderator  of  the  Presbytery,  or  other 
Minister  chosen  thereby,  presiding.  The  Service  and 
the  Sermon  shall  be  as  brief  as  may  be  conveniently 
arranged,  that  due  time  be  allowed  for  the  Act  of 
Ordination. 

The  Sermon,  on  the  office  and  duty  of  Ministers 
of  Christ  and  on  how  the  people  ought  to  receive  them 
for  their  work's  sake,  being  ended,  the  Minister  pre 
siding  shall  give  a  prepared  narrative  of  the  steps 
taken  by  the  Presbytery  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the 
pastorate  of  the  Congregation  (or  other  office  named), 
ending  with  words  to  this  effect  : 

A~,L  these  things  having  been  done  according  to 
the  law  and  usage  of  the  Church,  the  Presbytery 
will    now   proceed    to    ordain   A.  B.    to    the   Holy 
Ministry,  and  to  induct  him  into  the  pastoral  charge 
of  this  Congregation  (or  other  office  named). 
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Here  the  Candidate  for  Ordination  shall  present 
himself  before  the  presiding  Minister^  whoy  addressing 
hint)  shall  say  : 

We  exhort  you,  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  that  you  have  in  remembrance  into  how  high 
a  dignity  and  to  how  weighty  an  office  and  charge 
you  are  called.  Having  this  in  mind,  and  to  the  end 
that  your  faith  and  integrity  of  purpose  may  appear 
to  all,  you  are  now  to  give  answer  sincerely  to  the 
following  questions  ordained  by  the  Church:

(Ans.} — I  do. 

(2)  Do  you  believe  the  Westminster  Confession 
of  Faith,  as  adopted  by  this  Church  in  the  Basis  of 
Union,  to  be  founded  on  and  agreeable  to  the  Word 
of  God,  and  in  your  teaching  do  you  promise  faith 
fully  to  adhere  thereto  ?

(j)  Do  you  believe  the  government  of  this  Church 
by  Sessions,  Presbyteries,  Synods,  and  General 
Assemblies,  to  be  founded  on  and  agreeable  to  the 
Word  of  God,  and  do  you  engage  as  a  Minister  of 
this  Church  to  maintain  and  defend  the  same  ? 

(Ans.}— I  do. 

(4)  Do  you  own  the  purity  of  worship  at  present 
authorized  by  this  Church,  and  do  you  undertake 
to  conform  thereto? 

(Ans.}— I  do.

(6)  Are  zeal  for  the  glory  of  God,  love  to  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  and  desire  of  saving  souls,  so  far  as 
you  know  your  own  heart,  your  great  motives  and 
chief  inducements  to  enter  the  office  of  the  ministry  ? 

(Am.) — They  are. 

(7)  Have    you    directly    or    indirectly    used    any 
undue  means  to  procure  this  call? 

(Ans) — I  have  not. 

(8)  Do  you  engage,  in  the  strength  and  grace  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  to  live  a  holy  and  circumspect 
life,  to  rule  well  your  own  house,  and  faithfully  and 
diligently  to  discharge  all  the  duties  of  the  ministry 
to  the  edification  of  the  body  of  Christ  ? 

(Ans)— I  do. 

Thereupon  shall  the  Minister  say  : 
Almighty  God  accept  and  bless  thee,  and  pour 
down  upon  thee  the  benediction  of  His  quickening 
Spirit,  that  those  things  which  thou  hast  purposed 
in  thy  heart  thou  mayest  be  enabled  to  fulfil,  to  the 
glory  of  His  Holy  Name  and  the  edifying  of  His 
Church. 

Then   the  Minister  may  say  to  the   Congregation, 
calling  upon  them  to  stand  : 

Dear  Brethren  of  the  Congregation, — Inasmuch 
as  this  solemn  act  involves  obligations  on  your  part, 
I  ask  you  before  God: 
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Do  you  declare  anew  your  loyalty  to  the  Church 
of  the  living  God,  and  to  Jesus  Christ  as  the  only 
King  and  Head  thereof?  Do  you,  in  the  Name  of 
the  Lord,  receive  His  servant,  our  brother,  to  be 
your  Minister  in  holy  things?  Do  you  promise  to 
receive  the  words  of  truth  from  his  lips  with  meek 
ness  and  love ;  to  labour  with  him  in  faith  and  prayer 
for  the  honour  of  Christ  and  the  welfare  of  men, 
and  to  maintain  and  strengthen  him  in  his  ministry  ? 

(Ans.)— We  do. 

Then  may  be  sung  c  Come,  Holy  Ghost,  our  souls 
inspire ',  or  other  Hymn  of  supplication  for  the 

presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

The  Hymn  being  ended,  the  Candidate  shall  kneel, 
and,  the  Presbyters  standing  about  him,  the  Moderator 
shall  say  :

ORDINATION  OF  MINISTERS 

We  entreat  Thee  to  grant  unto  Thy  servant,  to 
whom  this  sacred  trust  is  now  committed,  such 
fulness  of  grace  as  shall  fit  him  more  and  more 
for  the  work  to  which  he  has  been  called.  Give 
him  utterance,  that  he  may  boldly  make  known  Thy 
word  and  will,  and  grace  faithfully  to  dispense  the 
mysteries  and  Sacraments  of  the  Gospel .  Endue  him 
with  wisdom  and  zeal  to  rule  aright  the  people  over 
whom  Thou  hast  set  him,  and  to  preserve  them 
in  peace  and  purity,  so  that  Thy  Church,  under  his 
administration  and  example,  may  increase  in  grace 
and  holiness.  Strengthen  him  by  Thy  Spirit,  that 
he  may  abide  steadfast  to  the  end,  and  be  received, 
with  all  Thy  faithful  servants,  into  the  joy  of  his  Lord. 

O  God,  give  grace,  we  beseech  Thee,  to  these 
Thy  people  to  whom  Thy  servant  is  to  minister  in 
holy  things,  that  they  may  be  enlightened  by  divine 
truth,  edified  by  the  Ministry  of  the  Word,  quickened 
by  the  Spirit  of  Life,  established  in  all  holy  living, 
guided  into  manifold  Christian  labours,  and  used 
for  the  furtherance  of  the  Saviour's  kingdom.  May 
both  Minister  and  People  be  kept  by  the  power  of 
God  through  faith  unto  salvation. 

OUR  Father  which  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be 
Thy  Name.  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be 
done  in  earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven.  Give  us  this  day 
our  daily  bread.

And 
lead  us  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from 
evil:  for  Thine  is  the  kingdom,  and  the  power, 
and  the  glory,  for  ever  and  ever.

NOW  unto  Him  that  is  able  to  do  exceeding 
abundantly  above  all  that  we  ask  or   think, 
according  to  the  power  that  worketh  in  us,  unto 
Him  be  glory  in  the  Church  by  Jesus  Christ  through 
out  all  ages,  world  without  end.

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Prayer  being  ended,  the  newly  ordained  Minister 
shall  rise,  and  the  presiding  Minister,  addressing  him, 
shall  say  : 

In  the  Name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  only 
King  and  Head  of  the  Church,  and  by  authority  of 
this  Presbytery,  I  invite  you  to  take  part  with  us 
in  this  ministry,  and  admit  you  to  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  thereto  pertaining. 

Then  the  members  of  the  Presbytery  shall  give  him 
the  right  hand  of  fellowship,  the  presiding  Minister 
saying  : 

We  give  you  the  right  hand  of  fellowship  to  take 
part  with  us  in  this  Ministry. 

The  grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  love 
of  God,  and  the  communion  of  the  Holy  Ghost  be 
with  you.  Amen. 

An  appropriate  Psalm  or  Hymn  may  then  be 
sung.  Thereafter  the  Minister  presiding,  or  any  other 
Minister  chosen  by  the  Presbytery,  shall  briefly  address 
suitable  exhortations  to  the  newly  ordained  Minister  and 
the  Congregation,  using  such  words  as  follows  : 

MY  Brother  and  Fellow -servant  in  Christ,— 
Take  heed  unto  thyself  and  unto  all  the  flock 
over  which  the  Holy  Spirit  doth  make  thee  overseer. 
Love  Christ,  and  feed  His  sheep.  Be  an  example 
to  believers  in  spirit,  in  word,  in  conduct,  in 
charity,  in  faith,  in  purity.  Give  attendance  to 
reading,  to  exhortation,  to  teaching.  Neglect  not 
the  gift  that  is  in  thee.  Meditate  on  these  things; 
give  thyself  wholly  to  them,  that  thy  profiting  may 
appear  to  all.  Take  heed  unto  the  doctrine,  and 
continue  steadfast  therein.  Bear  patiently  all  hard 
ship  as  a  good  soldier  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ; 
for  in  doing  this  thou  shalt  both  save  thyself  and 
those  that  hear  thee.  And,  when  the  Chief  Shepherd 
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shall  appear,  thou  shalt  receive  a  crown  of  glory 
that  fadeth  not  away. 

And  now,  beloved  Brethren  of  this  Congregation, 
you  have  heard  the  solemn  vows  which  your 
Minister  hath  taken  upon  him;  you  have  heard  the 
obligations  which  have  been  laid  upon  him  as  set 
to  be  the  Lord's  Minister  to  you.  We  do,  therefore, 
the  more  earnestly  and  affectionately  exhort  and 
entreat  you  on  your  part  to  reverence  and  uphold 
him  as  your  Minister  in  the  Lord,  placed  over  you 
by  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  to  lead  and  guide  you 
according  to  His  will. 

Wait  on  the  Word  and  the  ordinances  which  he 
hath  been  ordained  to  minister,  as  being  the  word 
and  ordinances  of  Christ  Jesus.  Seek  the  blessing 
and  counsel  of  the  Lord  at  his  hands.  Judge  not 
the  faithfulness  of  the  Lord,  at  any  time,  by  the 
unworthiness  and  weakness  of  His  servant.  Uphold 
him  by  your  love  and  service.  Grudge  not  your 
tithes  and  offerings  for  the  provision  of  the  Lord's 
house.  Ceaselessly  remember  your  Minister  in 
your  prayers,  and  entreat  for  him  and  for  your 
selves  the  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  that  it 
may  be  given  to  you  to  know  what  the  will  of  the 
Lord  is,  and  to  fulfil  it  while  the  day  of  grace  abides: 
so  that,  at  the  appearing  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  you  may 
all,  pastor  and  people,  be  presented  by  Him  before 
the  presence  of  the  Father,  a  glorious  flock,  in  the 
unity  of  the  one  body,  holy  and  unspotted,  with 
exceeding  joy:  through  the  same  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord,  unto  whom,  with  the  Father  and  the  Holy 
Ghost,  be  all  honour  and  glory,  might,  majesty, 
dominion  and  power,  now,  henceforth,  and  for 
ever.  Amen. 

The  exhortation  being  ended,  a  Psalm  or  Hymn

nounce  the  Benediction:

Directory  Notes. 

The  Scripture  lessons  and  the  sermon  should  be  so 
ordered  as  to  concentrate  the  thoughts  and  affections  of 
the  people  on  the  special  purpose  for  which  the  Service 
is  held.

AN  ORDER  FOR 
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At  the  time  appointed  for  the  Induction,  the  Presby 
tery  shall  meet  in  a  convenient  room  of  the  Church,  and 
shall  be  constituted  with  prayer  by  the  Moderator. 

Members  of  Presbytery,  together  with  the  Minister- 
elect,  shall  enter  the  Church  in  order  and  proceed  to 
their  appointed  places.  It  is  proper  for  the  Minister- 
elect  to  be  seated  in  front  of  the  Communion  Table. 

Divine  Service  shall  be  celebrated  according  to  the 
usual  order,  the  Moderator  of  the  Presbytery  or  other 
Minister  chosen  thereby,  presiding.  The  Service  and 
the  Sermon  shall  be  as  brief  as  may  be  conveniently 
arranged,  that  due  time  be  allowed  for  the  Act  of 
Induction. 

The  Sermon,  on  the  office  and  duty  of  Ministers  of 
Christ,  and  on  how  the  people  ought  to  receive  them  for 
their  work's  sake,  being  ended,  the  Minister  presiding 
shall  give  a  prepared  narrative  of  the  steps  taken  by 
the  Presbytery  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the  pastorate  of  the 
Congregation  (or  other  office  named),  ending  with  words 
to  this  effect: 

A~JL  these  things  having  been  done  according  to 
the  law  and  usage  of  the  Church,  the  Presby 
tery  will  now  proceed  to  induct  the  Minister-elect 
into  the  pastoral  charge  of  this  Congregation  (or 
other  office  named). 

Here  the  Minister-elect  shall  present  himself  before 
the  presiding  Minister,  and  shall  answer  the  questions 
appointed. 
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To  the  end  that  your  faith  and  integrity  of  purpose 
may  appear  to  all,  you  are  now  to  give  answer  to 
the  following  questions  ordained  by  the  Church.

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THE  ORDINATION  OR  ADMISSION 
OF  ELDERS 

Divine  Service  shall  be  celebrated  according  to  the 
usual  order.  The  following  are  appropriate  readings 
from  Holy  Scripture :  Exodus  18.  13  ff.  and 
I  Corinthians  12. 

After  the  Sermon  the  persons  to  be  ordained  as  Elders 
being  seated  in  front  of  the  Communion  Table,  the 
Minister,  as  Moderator  of  Session,  shall  briefly  narrate 
the  steps  taken  with  a  view  to  the  selection  of  Elders. 

The  Minister  shall  then  address  the  Congregation  as 
follows  : 

DEARLY  Beloved  Brethren, 
Since  you  have  expressed  your  desire  to 
have  A.,  B.,  C.,  &c.,  appointed  Elders  of  this  Congre 
gation,  and  since  the  Session  are  persuaded  of  their 
good  character  and  fitness  for  the  office,  it  now 
becomes  my  duty  publicly  to  set  apart  the  said 
A.,  B.,  C.,  to  this  office  and  receive  them  as  members 
of  the  Session  of  this  Congregation. 

As  in  the  Old  Testament  the  Elders  exercised  an 
honourable  office  of  government  among  the  people 
of  God,  so  also  in  the  New  Testament  the  Apostle 
ordained  Elders  in  every  church :  commanding  that 
they  that  rule  well  be  counted  worthy  of  double 
honour,  especially  those  who  labour  in  the  Word 
and  doctrine. 

The  Church  has  from  the  beginning  included  in 
her  government  not  only  Ministers  and  Pastors, 
who  are  to  preach  the  Gospel  and  administer  the 
Sacraments  in  the  Name  of  Christ  and  as  His 
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representatives;  but  also  ruling  Elders  chosen  by 
the  people  to  represent  them,  and  to  be  joined  with 
.Pastors  and  Ministers  in  the  exercise  of  government 
and  discipline  in  the  Church. 

The  duties  of  these  Elders  are  more  particularly: 

To  set  the  example  of  a  virtuous  and  religious 
life,  of  regular  attendance  at  public  worship,  and 
diligent  support  of  the  work  of  the  Congregation; 

To  take  part  with  the  Minister  in  administering 
the  discipline  of  the  Congregation; 

And  to  represent  their  brethren  in  Presbyteries, 
Synods,  and  General  Assemblies,  when  com 
missioned  thereto.

Endue  them  plenteously  with  heavenly 
wisdom.  Grant  them  Thy  grace,  that  they  may  be 
good  men,  full  of  faith  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  ruling 
in  the  fear  of  God.  Give  them  favour  and  influence 
with  Thy  people.  May  they  adorn  in  their  lives  the 
doctrine  of  Thy  Son,  and  be  vigilant,  wise,  and 
loving  in  the  fulfilment  of  their  office.  Make  them 
faithful  unto  death;  and,  when  the  Chief  Shepherd 
shall  appear,  may  they  receive  a  crown  of  glory 
that  fadeth  not  away:  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.  Amen. 

Then  the  Minister  shall  say: 

IN  the  Name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  by 
authority  committed  to  me  in  His  Church, 
I  hereby  declare  you  duly  set  apart  to  the  office  of 
Ruling  Elder  ;  and  may  the  blessing  of  God 
Almighty,  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost,  rest  upon 
you  and  abide  with  you  always.  Amen. 

I  now  charge  you,  in  the  Name  of  the  Lord  Jesus, 
to  be  faithful  to  this  your  office. 

I  also  charge  you,  the  members  of  this  Congrega 
tion,  to  be  faithful  to  these  Elders  who  have  been 
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chosen  to  rule  over  you  in  the  Lord;  and  that  you 
render  them  all  due  obedience,  co-operation,  and 
support,  and  follow  them  as  they  follow  Christ. 

Here  the  members  of  Session  may  give  the  newly 
ordained  or  inducted  Elders  the  right  hand  of  fellowship, 
or,  if  thought  desirable,  this  may  be  deferred  until  after 
the  Service,  when  the  Session^  is  constituted  for  this 
purpose.  -  fa  a^  H^fa  ,i

Then  a  suitable  Psalm  or  Hymn  may  be  sung,  to 
be  followed  by  the  Benediction: 

THE  grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  love 
of  God,  and  the  communion  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
be  with  you  all.    Amen. 
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At  the  time  appointed  the  Missionaries  to  be  desig 
nated  to  their  fields  of  service  being  seated  in  a  front 
pew,  the  presiding  Minister  and  other  representatives 
of  the  Presbytery  and  of  the  Assembly's  Board  of 
Missions,  after  prayer  together  in  the  vestry,  shall 
take  their  places  in  and  beside  the  pulpit. 

The  Minister  presiding  may  recite  the  commission 
of  our  Lord,  and  offer  a  prayer  of  Invocation : 

JESUS  spake  unto  His  disciples,  saying,  All  power 
is  given  unto  me  in  heaven  and  in  earth.  Go  ye 
therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in 
the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost;  teaching  them  to  observe  all  things 
whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you;  and  lo,  I  am 
with  you  alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world. 

Let  us  pray. 

OGOD,  the  Fountain  of  all  truth  and  grace, 
who  hast  called  us  out  of  darkness  into  Thy 
marvellous  light  by  the  gracious  coming  of  Thy 
Son,  the  Brightness  of  Thy  Glory:  grant  that  we 
may  be  so  illumined  and  led  in  Him  who  is  the 
way  and  the  truth  and  the  life,  that  our  way  may  be 
peace,  and  our  work  righteousness,  and  the  end 
everlasting  life:  through  Him  who,  with  the  Father 
and  the  Holy  Spirit,  is  glorified,  one  God,  in  light 
evermore.  Amen. 
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Then  shall  be  sung  a 
Psalm  or  Hymn. 

The  Minister  presiding  shall  read  a  short  passage 
from 

Holy  Scripture  (see  selection  in  Lectionary,  p.  240.) 

Then  shall  the  Minister  address  the  People  in  these 
or  the  like  words  : 

DEAR  Brethren, 
We  are  met  here  by  appointment  of  the 
Presbytery  and  the  Assembly's  Board  of  Missions 
to  set  apart  these  our  brethren  unto  the  service 
of  the  kingdom  in  their  several  spheres  of  labour, 
to  confirm  their  purpose  of  self-devotion  with  the 
seal  and  blessing  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ, 
and  in  united  prayer  to  commend  them  to  the 
gracious  keeping  and  constant  help  of  Him  whose 
commission  they  bear. 

Here  the  presiding  Minister  or  other  person  appointed 
to  the  duty  shall  give  a  prepared  statement  of  the  names, 
past  recordy  and  spheres  of  service  of  those  about  to  be 
designated;  of  their  specific  missionary  functions, 
whether  as  evangelists,  pastors,  teachers,  medical  or 
industrial  workers,  or  deaconesses  y  and  of  those  who 
will  maintain  them. 

The  Minister  shall  then  call  upon  them  to  stand, 
and  shall  address  them,  with  appropriate  questions,  in 
these  or  the  like  words  : 

BELOVED  Brethren  in  the  Lord, 
Forasmuch  as  you  have  heard  and 
answered  the  call  of  the  great  King  and  Head  of 
the  Church  for  more  labourers  to  go  into  His 
harvest ;  forasmuch  as  in  His  Church  you  have  been 
counted  faithful  and  worthy  to  be  put  into  this 
ministry  within  His  kingdom;  we  in  His  Holy 
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Name  and  on  behalf  of  His  Church  do  now  in  this 
public  Act  charge  you  with  this  grave  and  blessed 
trust  as  missionaries  of  the  Cross,  and  with  prayer 
and  thanksgiving  set  you  apart  for  the  special  work 
to  which  you  are  designated. 

As  a  renewed  assurance  of  your  faith  and 
integrity  of  purpose,  you  will  answer  the  questions 
we  have  to  put  to  you. 

Do  you  believe  the  Word  of  God  contained  in  the 
Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  to  be 
the  only  infallible  rule  of  faith  and  duty  ? 

(Ans.y—I  do. 

Do  you  declare  anew  your  loyalty  to  the  Church 
of  the  living  God,  and  to  Jesus  Christ  as  the  Son 
of  God  and  the  Saviour  of  the  world,  whose  Name 
is  above  every  other  name,  and  in  whose  Name 
every  knee  shall  bow? 

(^iw.)—I  do. 

Do  you  devote  yourself  to  the  missionary  work  of 
the  Church,  engaging  in  this  solemn  undertaking 
with  a  deep  sense  of  its  responsibilities  and  oppor 
tunities,  and,  in  discharge  of  its  arduous  duties, 
do  you  resolve  to  endure  hardness  as  good  soldiers 
of  Jesus  Christ,  that,  when  He  shall  appear,  you 
may  receive  a  crown  of  righteousness  that  fadeth 
not  away? 

(Ans.y-I  do. 

As  ye  go,  preach,  saying,  The  kingdom  of  heaven 
is  at  hand;  freely  ye  have  received,  freely  give. 

God,  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who 
hath  commanded  His  Gospel  to  be  preached  unto 
all  men,  and  who  hath  given  you  this  grace  that 
you  should  preach  (among  the  Gentiles)  the  un 
searchable  riches  of  Christ:  multiply  His  graces 
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unto  you,  illumine  you  with  His  Holy  Spirit,  comfort 
and  strengthen  you,  unto  the  extension  of  Christ's 
kingdom,  the  increase  of  His  Church,  and  finally 
to  the  plain  discharge  and  assurance  of  your  own 
conscience  in  the  day  of  the  Lord. 

Since  no  man  is  sufficient  for  these  things,  let  us 
call  upon  God  in  prayer. 

Let  us  pray. 

OGOD,  the  Hope  of  all  the  ends  of  the  earth, 
who  didst  manifest  Thy  love  by  sending  Thine 
only -begotten  Son  into  the  world  that  all  might 
live  through  Him:  we  beseech  Thee  to  send  forth 
labourers  into  Thy  harvest,  and  to  fill  them  with 
faith  and  the  Holy  Ghost.  Pour  forth  Thy  Spirit 
upon  all  flesh,  and  hasten  the  time  when  the  fulness 
of  the  nations  shall  be  gathered  into  Thy  kingdom. 

O  Lord,  who  art  the  Light  and  Desire  of  all 
nations,  and  who  hast  been  pleased  to  dispose  the 
hearts  of  these  Thy  servants  to  bear  witness  to  that 
Light  in  dark  places:  hear  the  prayers  of  Thy 
people  for  those  who,  at  Thy  call,  go  forth  to  preach 
the  Gospel,  teach  the  ignorant,  heal  the  sick,  and 
help  the  weak.  Let  Thy  Spirit  rest  in  power  upon 
the  witness  of  Thy  messengers.  We  beseech  Thee 
to  sustain  them  in  times  of  loneliness  and  sickness ; 
to  protect  them  in  all  perils  by  land  or  sea;  to  pre 
serve  them  from  pestilence  and  from  persecution, 
from  discouragement,  impatience,  doubt,  and  dis 
cord.  May  they  daily  enjoy  the  comforting  sense 
of  the  presence  of  the  Lord  Jesus.  By  Thy 
gracious  guidance  shew  them  day  by  day  the  way 
wherein  they  should  go.  Grant  them  enduring 
courage  and  sound  judgment.  By  the  same  love 
wherewith  Jesus  Christ  draws  all  unto  Himself, 
may  they  in  love  for  all  have  a  right  understanding 
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of  the  hearts  of  men,  and  grace  to  commend  to  all 
the  Gospel  of  the  grace  of  Him  who  is  able  to  save 
to  the  uttermost.  While  they  plant  and  water, 
Lord,  send  Thou  the  increase. 

Quicken,  we  beseech  Thee,  O  Lord,  the  Church 
at  home  with  a  deepened  sense  of  responsibility  in 
personal  stewardship  and  in  prayer  for  the  spread 
of  Thy  kingdom  throughout  the  world.  May  we 
and  all  who  have  freely  received  the  tender  mercy 
of  our  God  be  willing  to  give  the  best  and  dearest 
we  have,  that  the  dayspring  from  on  high  which  has 
visited  us  may  give  light  to  them  that  sit  in  dark 
ness,  and  guide  our  feet  into  the  way  of  peace,  to 
the  glory  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

The  Lord's  Prayer  may  be  said  by  Minister  and 
People  together. 

Our  Father  which  art  in  heaven,  &c.    Amen. 

The  right  hand  of  fellowship  may  now  be  given  to 
the  designated  Missionaries. 

Then  may  be  sung 
a  missionary  Hymn. 

The  Minister  presiding  or  some  other  appointed  for 
the  duty  shall  give  an  Address  to  the  persons  desig 
nated  and  to  the  Congregation  present^  to  be  followed 
by 

A  Hymn,  and  the  Benediction. 
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AND  TEACHERS  OF  THE 

CHURCH  SCHOOL 

On  the  Sunday  appointed  for  the  purpose  a  Service 
for  the  Installation  of  Officers  and  Teachers  of  the 
Church  School  may  be  held  at  the  regular  hour  of 
Public  Worship. 

The  Officers  and  Teachers  being  seated  together  at 
the  front  of  the  Churchy  Divine  Worship  shall  be  cele 
brated  according  to  the  usual  order.  The  following 
are  among  the  readings  from  Holy  Scripture  appro 
priate  to  the  occasion  :  Deut.  6.  4-8  ;  Ps.  78.  1-8  ; 
St.  Luke  2.  40-52;  18.  15-17;  2  Tim.  I.  1-14; 
3.  14-17.  The  sermon  may  dwell  upon  the  teaching 
function  of  the  Church,  the  responsibility  of  all  Chris 
tians  for  the  diffusion  of  the  Gospel  and  the  upbuilding 
of  the  young  in  Christian  character,  and  upon  the 
necessity  of  co-operation  between  the  Home  and  the 
Church  School. 

A  Hymn  invoking  the  Holy  Spirit  may  then  be 
sung,  after  which  the  Minister,  having  called  upon  the 
Officers  and  Teachers  to  rise,  shall  give  them  an 
Address  in  these  words,  or  after  this  manner  : 

IN  calling  you  to  this  place  of  leadership  in  the 
Church  School  we  are  conferring  on  you  a  sacred 
trust,  extending  to  you  a  high  privilege,  and  laying 
upon  you  great  responsibility.    You  are  appointed 
to  share  with  Parents,  Minister,  and  Session  the 
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great  task  of  the  Church  in  seeking  to  bring  those 
entrusted  to  you  to  a  knowledge  of  Christ,  and  in 
training  them  in  Christian  ways  of  thinking,  feeling, 
and  acting.  The  Church  School  exists  that  those 
who  are  being  educated  therein  may  have  a  pro 
gressive  experience  in  Christian  living  through  their 
participation  in  worship,  instruction,  service,  and 
recreation,  and  that  it  may  be  a  centre  of  influence 
for  the  ordering  of  the  higher  life  of  the  community. 

Through  this  training  in  the  Christian  life  in  its 
various  aspects  we,  with  you,  hope  and  pray  that 
those  committed  to  your  care  may  become  loyal 
followers  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ;  and,  as  they 
grow  year  by  year  more  devoted  to  His  cause,  may 
bear  a  valiant  part  in  the  upbuilding  of  the  Kingdom 
of  God,  and  in  promoting  the  well-being  of  the 
great  brotherhood  of  mankind. 

In  undertaking  this  sacred  trust  it  is  essential 
that  you  draw  constantly  on  the  boundless  resources 
of  God  in  order  to  cultivate  mind  and  heart  for  the 
difficult  and  delicate  duties  of  your  office,  and 
co-operate  with  the  home  and  all  other  agencies 
in  order  to  make  the  School  of  this  Church  a 
veritable  School  of  Christ. 

The  Minister  shall  then  lay  the  Charge  upon  those 
to  be  installed  after  this  manner  : 

Do  you  accept  this  as  your  purpose,  and  do  you 
engage  with  the  Divine  strength  to  discharge  these 
duties  faithfully? 

(Ans.y—I  do. 

The  Minister  shall  then  say  :' 

In  the  Name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  by 
authority  of  the  Session  of  this  Church  I  now  appoint 
you  to  your  several  duties,  assuring  you  that  we, 
Minister,  Session,  and  Congregation,  do  engage  to 
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support  you  with  intercession,  encouragement,  and 
active  co-operation. 

The  Minister  may  then  ask  the  Congregation  to  rise 
in  token  of  its  assent ;  after  'which  he  may  pronounce 
upon  the  Officers  and  Teachers  installed  the  Blessing  : 

The  Lord  bless  thee  and  keep  thee;  the  Lord 
make  his  face  shine  upon  thee,  and  be  gracious 
unto  thee;  the  Lord  lift  up  his  countenance  upon 
thee,  and  give  thee  peace. 

Or  this  may  be  sung  by  the  Congregation  as  a  prayer 
(Book  of  Praise,  826). 

A  Prayer  of  Dedication  shall  be  offered  by  the 
Minister,  after  this  manner  : 

Let  us  pray. 

HOLY  and  loving  Father,  we  bless  Thee  for  our 
heritage  in  the  household  of  laith,  for  Thy 
holy  Word  and  the  fellowship  of  the  Church  of  Thy 
dear  Son.  Receive,  we  beseech  Thee,  these  Thy 
servants  who  at  Thy  call  offer  themselves  for  the 
training  of  the  young.  Endue  them  with  a  full  sense 
of  their  high  stewardship,  of  their  responsibilities 
and  opportunities.  Illumine  their  minds  with  an 
increasing  knowledge  of  Christ,  and  quicken  in 
them  a  sure  insight  into  the  needs  and  ways  of 
children.  Open  the  Scriptures  to  their  under 
standing,  and  the  hearts  of  the  young  to  their 
tuition  and  influence.  Enable  them  to  speak  the 
truth  in  love  and  in  the  patience  of  hope;  and  with 
all  prayer  and  wisdom  to  win  young  hearts  for 
Thee  and  to  commend  to  them  the  love  of  Christ 
who  laid  His  hands  upon  such  and  blessed  them. 
May  they  ever  be  conscious  that  they  are  working 
together  with  Thee,  and  Thou  with  them. 

O  gracious  Father,  we  pray  that  they  may  be 
taught  of  Thee  and  be  apt  to  teach,  and  that  in  this 
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school  of  Jesus  Christ  those  entrusted  to  their  care 
may  learn  of  Him.  Grant,  we  entreat  Thee,  that 
they  may  be  securely  stablished  in  the  Christian 
Faith  and  fold,  and  in  the  ways  of  pure  and  dutiful 
living.  May  Home  and  School  together  be  the 
nursery  and  training -ground  of  strong  and  worthy 
citizens,  and  of  faithful  disciples  and  good  soldiers 
of  Jesus  Christ. 

Hallow,  O  Lord,  the  homes  from  which  they 
come,  and  bless  those  to  whom  they  are  most 
precious.  Stir  and  inspire  parents  and  friends  to 
realize  their  sacred  trust  from  which  there  is  no 
discharge,  and  faithfully  to  perform  their  part  in 
the  Christian  nurture  of  the  young. 

In  every  age  do  Thou  raise  up  a  generation  to 
praise  Thee,  and  a  succession  of  faithful  men  and 
women  as  ensamples  and  guardians  of  the  flock, 
that,  when  the  Chief  Shepherd  shall  appear,  they 
shall  receive  a  crown  of  glory  that  fadeth  not  away. 
This  we  ask  in  the  Name  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
Amen. 

A  Hymn  of  Christian  Service  may  then  be  sung, 
after  which  the  Benediction  shall  be  pronounced. 

NOW  the  God  of  peace,  that  brought  again  from 
the  dead  our  Lord  Jesus,  that  great  Shepherd 
of  the  sheep,  through  the  blood  of  the  everlasting 
covenant,  make  you  perfect  in  every  good  work  to 
do  his  will,  working  in  you  that  which  is  well- 
pleasing  in  his  sight,  through  Jesus  Christ:  to 
whom  be  glory  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen. 
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The  playing  of  quiet  music  before  the  opening  of 
service  will  help  to  create  the  right  atmosphere ;  or 
attention  may  be  secured  through  the  use  of  a  brief 
story  or  illustration  bearing  on  the  theme  about  which 
each  service  should  gather.  A  short  opening  period  may 
be  used  with  advantage  for  memorizing  Scripture,  learning 
new  hymns,  announcements,  &c.,  before  the  worship  begins. 

When  the  service  is  about  to  commence  an  Instru 
mental  Prelude,  which  may  be  the  tune  of  the  hymn 
about  to  be  sung,  ought  to  be  played.  The  school 
should  rise  at  a  given  signal  at  the  close  of  the  prelude 
and  remain  standing  from  the  opening  of  service  until 
the  first  hymn  has  been  sung.  It  is  desirable  that  during 
the  call  to  worship  and  opening  prayer  the  doors  be 
closed  and  unnecessary  movement  avoided.  About 
20  minutes  will  be  required  for  the  Opening  Worship, 
30  minutes  for  the  Study  Period,  and  10  minutes  for 
Closing.

Leader  :  O  come  let  us  worship  and  bow  down: 

Let  us  kneel  before  the  Lord  our  Maker. 
School :    Let  us   come  before   his   presence  'with 

thanksgiving,

4.  Scripture  Reading  or  Recitation. 

(For    recitation,    the    Psalms    or    other    Scripture 
passages  being  memorized  may  be  used  here.) 

5 .  Hymn  (usually  in  relation  to  the  Worship  theme  for  the  day) . 

6.  Prayer.

On  these  two  commandments 
hang  all  the  law  and  the  prophets  (Matt.  22.  37-40). 

9.  Offering  with  Prayer  of  Dedication  (when  taken

10.  instruction. 

At  least  30  minutes  should  be  provided  for  uninter 
rupted  Bible  Study  in  classes. 

11.  Hymn.    (This  hymn  may  be  chosen  with  a  view  to  the 

missionary  or  service  work  of  the  school.) 

12.  Prayer.     (The  following  prayer  may  be  used)  or  one 

prepared  by  the  various  classes  voicing  the  common 
desires  of  the  school.  For  illustrations  see  f  Manual 
for  Training  in  Worship  9  by  Prof.  Hartshorne.) 

HEAVENLY  Father,  we  thank  Thee  for  the  help 
which  we  have  now  received.  Forgive  what 
Thou  hast  seen  amiss  in  us;  and  grant  that  what 
we  have  heard  we  may  remember,  and  what  we 
remember  we  may  try  to  do. 

We  pray  for  King  and  Country,  that  we  may  be 
a  people  fearing  Thee  and  working  righteousness. 

And  now  we  commend  to  Thy  fatherly  care  and 
keeping  all  whom  we  love;  and  pray  Thee  to  guard 
us  and  them  in  all  dangers  and  temptations:

A  theme  should  be  chosen  such  as  '  God's  Love '  or 
{  The  Heavenly  Father's  Care  ',  &c.,  around  which  the 
programme  would  be  planned.  During  the  pre-session 
period  all  records  may  be  marked  and  hand  work  done 
or  memory  or  other  drill  work  carried  out.

GRANT,  O  Lord,  that  whosoever  shall  receive 
in  this  place  the  blessed  sacrament  of  the  body 
and  blood  of  Christ,  may  do  so  with  a  penitent 
heart,  lively  faith,  and  perfect  charity;  and,  being 
filled  with  Thy  grace  and  heavenly  benediction, 
may  to  their  great  and  endless  comfort  obtain 
remission  of  their  sins,  and  all  other  benefits  of  His 
passion.  Amen. 

GRANT,  O  Lord,  that  whosoever  shall  be  joined 
together  in  this  place  in  the  holy  estate  of 
matrimony,  may  faithfully  perform  and  keep  the 
vow  and  covenant  between  them  made,  and  may 
remain  in  perfect  love  together  unto  their  lives' 
end.  Amen. 

All  these  prayers  and  supplications  we  make  in 
the  Name  and  through  the  mediation  of  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.

OTHER  MEMORIAL 

//  is  desirable  that  the  earlier  portion  of  the  Service, 
including  the  Sermon,  should  be  shortened. 

The  Memorial  should  be  covered  with  a  suitable 
screen  of  cloth,  which  may  easily  be  drawn  aside. 

The  Sermon  being  ended,  the  Hymn,  For  all  the 
saints,  or  other  appropriate  Psalm  or  Hymn,  shall  be 
sung. 

The  Minister,  accompanied  by  the  friends  of  the 
deceased,  shall  proceed  to  the  spot  where  the  Memorial 
is  placed ;  and,  the  music  being  ended,  and  the  People 
still  standing,  he  shall  there  make  a  statement  relative  to 
the  person  or  persons  in  whose  memory  it  has  been  set  up. 

Then  shall  the  Memorial  be  handed  over  to  the  care 
of  the  Church  authorities,  represented  by  the  Minister, 
in  the  following  words :  In  the  name  of  ...  (or, 
In  Memory  of  .  .  .),  we  hand  over  this  Memorial 
to  your  charge  and  keeping. 

To  which  the  Minister,  as  guardian,  shall  reply  : 

WE  accept  the  sacred  trust,  and  shall  guard  it 
in  honour  of  the  faithful  and  devoted  life  to 
whose  memory  it  is  set  up. 

'  Here  the  Memorial  shall  be  unveiled,  either  by  the 
Minister  or  some  other.  If  by  some  other,  the  Minister 
may  add  the  words — And  we  request  .  .  .  now  to 
unveil  it. 
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Then  shall  the  Minister  dedicate  the  Memorial  : 

N  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of 
_the  Holy  Ghost,  I  dedicate  this  Memorial  to  the 
glory  of  God,  and  as  a  tribute  to  this  noble  and 
devoted  life,  to  whose  memory  it  is  set  up. 

Here  shall  follow  the  Prayer  of  Dedication: 

Let  us  pray. 
ALMIGHTY  God,  our  heavenly  Father,  without 


whom  no  word  or  work  of  ours  availeth,  but 
who  deignest  to  accept  the  work  of  our  hands,  for 
the  beautifying  of  Thy  house;  we  beseech  Thee  to 
grant  us  Thy  grace  and  blessing,  as  we  do  now 
set  apart  this  memorial  to  the  glory  of  Thy  Name, 
and  in  honour  of  Thy  servant,  who  lived  and  died 
in  Thy  service,  and  whom  Thou  hast  called  into  rest. 

We  bless  Thy  Name  for  all  that  was  true,  stead 
fast,  and  devoted  in  the  life  of  him  whom  we  now 
remember;  for  the  noble  example  he  has  left  us  of 
faith  and  hope  and  duty  :  and  we  pray  that  the 
memory  of  his  faith  and  devotion  may  stimulate  all 
who  behold  this  work  to  a  like  zeal  and  fearlessness 
in  the  warfare  of  daily  life. 

Almighty  God,  the  Father  of  our  spirits:  we 
remember  at  this  time,  with  thanksgiving,  all 
true  and  righteous  souls,  especially  those  known 
and  dear  to  our  hearts,  who  in  their  day  and 
generation  witnessed  a  good  confession,  whose 
memorial  Thou  hast  set  on  high,  and  whose  names 
Thou  hast  made  to  shine  as  the  stars  for  ever.  We 
would  keep  our  love  for  them  unwasted  and 
unchanged,  till  we  meet  them  again  in  a  fairer 
world.  Comfort  us  with  great  assurance  as  we 
think  of  them  in  this  quiet  hour.  And  may  we  who

GOD  so  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  his  only 
begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  believe th  in 
him  should  not  perish,  but  have  everlasting  life. 

For  God  sent  not  his  Son  into  the  world  to  con 
demn  the  world;  but  that  the  world  through  him 
might  be  saved. 

He  that  believeth  on  him  is  not  condemned:  but 
he  that  believeth  not  is  condemned  already,  because 
he  hath  not  believed  in  the  name  of  the  only  begotten 
Son  of  God. 
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Romans  5.  6-11. 

WHEN  we  were  yet  without  strength,  in  due 
time  Christ  died  for  the  ungodly. 

For  scarcely  for  a  righteous  man  will  one  die: 
yet  peradventure  for  a  good  man  some  would  even 
dare  to  die. 

But  God  commendeth  his  love  toward  us,  in  that, 
while  we  were  yet  sinners,  Christ  died  for  us. 

Much  more  then,  being  now  justified  by  his  blood, 
we  shall  be  saved  from  wrath  through  him. 

For  if,  when  we  were  enemies,  we  were  reconciled 
to  God  by  the  death  of  his  Son,  much  more,  being 
reconciled,  we  shall  be  saved  by  his  life. 

And  not  only  so,  but  we  also  joy  in  God  through 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  by  whom  we  have  now 
received  the  atonement.

The  Uses  of  Affliction. 
Romans  5. 

THEREFORE  being  justified  by  faith,  we  have 
peace  with  God  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ: 

By  whom  also  we  have  access  by  faith  into  this 
grace  wherein  we  stand,  and  rejoice  in  hope  of  the 
glory  of  God. 

And  not  only  so,  but  we  glory  in  tribulations  also: 
knowing  that  tribulation  worketh  patience ; 

And  patience,  experience;  and  experience,  hope: 

And  hope  maketh  not  ashamed;  because  the  love 
of  God  is  shed  abroad  in  our  hearts  by  the  Holy 
Ghost  which  is  given  unto  us. 

2  Corinthians  4.  6. 

GOD,  who  commanded  the  light  to  shine  out  of 
darkness,  hath  shined  in  our  hearts,  to  give  the 
light  of  the  knowledge  of  the  glory  of  God  in  the 
face  of  Jesus  Christ. 
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But  we  have  this  treasure  in  earthen  vessels,  that  the 
excellency  of  the  power  may  be  of  God,  and  not  of  us. 

We  are  troubled  on  every  side,  yet  not  distressed; 
we  are  perplexed,  but  not  in  despair; 

Persecuted,  but  not  forsaken;  cast  down,  but  not 
destroyed; 

Always  bearing  about  in  the  body  the  dying  of 
the  Lord  Jesus,  that  the  life  also  of  Jesus  might  be 
made  manifest  in  our  body. 

For  we  which  live  are  alway  delivered  unto  death 
for  Jesus'  sake,  that  the  life  also  of  Jesus  might  be 
made  manifest  in  our  mortal  flesh. 

So  then  death  worketh  in  us,  but  life  in  you. 

We  having  the  same  spirit  of  faith,  according  as 
it  is  written,  I  believed,  and  therefore  have  I  spoken; 
we  also  believe,  and  therefore  speak; 

Knowing  that  he  which  raised  up  the  Lord  Jesus 
shall  raise  up  us  also  by  Jesus,  and  shall  present 
us  with  you. 

For  all  things  are  for  your  sakes,  that  the  abundant 
grace  might  through  the  thanksgiving  of  many 
redound  to  the  glory  of  God. 

For  which  cause  we  faint  not ;  but  though  our 
outward  man  perish,  yet  the  inward  man  is  renewed 
day  by  day. 

For  our  light  affliction,  which  is  but  for  a  moment, 
worketh  for  us  a  far  more  exceeding  and  eternal 
weight  of  glory; 

While  we  look  not  at  the  things  which  are  seen, 
but  at  the  things  which  are  not  seen :  for  the  things 
which  are  seen  are  temporal;  but  the  things  which 
are  not  seen  are  eternal. 

2  Corinthians  12.  7. 

E~ST  I  should  be  exalted  above  measure  through 
the  abundance  of   the  revelations,  there  was 
given  to  me  a  thorn  in  the  flesh,  the  messenger  of 
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Satan  to  buffet  me,  lest  I  should  be  exalted  above 
measure. 

For  this  thing  I  besought  the  Lord  thrice,  that  it 
might  depart  from  me. 

And  he  said  unto  me,  My  grace  is  sufficient  for 
thee:  for  my  strength  is  made  perfect  in  weakness. 
Most  gladly  therefore  will  I  rather  glory  in  my  in 
firmities,  that  the  power  of  Christ  may  rest  upon  me. 

Therefore  I  take  pleasure  in  infirmities,  in  re 
proaches,  in  necessities,  in  persecutions,  in  dis 
tresses  for  Christ's  sake  :  for  when  I  am  weak,  then 
am  I  strong. 

Hebrews  12. 

WHEREFORE  seeing  we  also  are  compassed 
about  with  so  great  a  cloud  of  witnesses,  let 
us  lay  aside  every  weight,  and  the  sin  which  doth 
so  easily  beset  us,  and  let  us  run  with  patience 
the  race  that  is  set  before  us, 

Looking  unto  Jesus  the  author  and  finisher  of 
our  faith;  who  for  the  joy  that  was  set  before  him 
endured  the  cross,  despising  the  shame,  and  is  set 
down  at  the  right  hand  of  the  throne  of  God. 

For  consider  him  that  endured  such  contradiction 
of  sinners  against  himself,  lest  ye  be  wearied  and 
faint  in  your  minds. 

Ye  have  not  yet  resisted  unto  blood,  striving 
against  sin. 

And  ye  have  forgotten  the  exhortation  which 
speaketh  unto  you  as  unto  children,  My  son,  despise 
not  thou  the  chastening  of  the  Lord,  nor  faint  when 
thou  art  rebuked  of  him : 

For  whom  the  Lord  loveth  he  chasteneth,  and 
scourgeth  every  son  whom  he  receive th. 

If  ye  endure  chastening,  God  dealeth  with  you 
as  with  sons;  for  what  son  is  he  whom  the  father 
chasteneth  not? 
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But  if  ye  be  without  chastisement,  whereof  all 
are  partakers,  then  are  ye  bastards,  and  not 
sons. 

Furthermore  we  have  had  fathers  of  our  flesh 
which  corrected  us,  and  we  gave  them  reverence: 
shall  we  not  much  rather  be  in  subjection  unto  the 
Father  of  spirits,  and  live? 

For  they  verily  for  a  few  days  chastened  us  after 
their  own  pleasure;  but  he  for  our  profit,  that  we 
might  be  partakers  of  his  holiness. 

Now  no  chastening  for  the  present  seemeth  to 
be  joyous,  but  grievous:  nevertheless  afterward  it 
yieldeth  the  peaceable  fruit  of  righteousness  unto 
them  which  are  exercised  thereby. 

i  Peter  1.3. 

BLESSED  be  the  God  and  Father  of  our    Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  which  according  to  his  abundant 
mercy  hath  begotten  us  again  unto  a  lively  hope  by 
the  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ  from  the  dead, 

To  an  inheritance  incorruptible,  and  undefiled, 
and  that  fadeth  not  away,  reserved  in  heaven  for  you, 

Who  are  kept  by  the  power  of  God  through  faith 
unto  salvation  ready  to  be  revealed  in  the  last  time. 

Wherein  ye  greatly  rejoice,  though  now  for  a 
season,  if  need  be,  ye  are  in  heaviness  through 
manifold  temptations: 

That  the  trial  of  your  faith,  being  much  more 
precious  than  of  gold  that  perisheth,  though  it  be 
tried  with  fire,  might  be  found  unto  praise  and 
honour  and  glory  at  the  appearing  of  Jesus  Christ: 

Whom  having  not  seen,  ye  love;  in  whom,  though 
now  ye  see  him  not,  yet  believing,  ye  rejoice  with 
joy  unspeakable  and  full  of  glory: 

Receiving  the  end  of  your  faith,  even  the  salvation 
of  your  souls.

y^OD  is  our  refuge  and  strength,  a  very  present 
VJT  help  in  trouble. 

Therefore  will  not  we  fear,  though  the  earth  be 
removed,  and  though  the  mountains  be  carried  into 
the  midst  of  the  sea; 

Though  the  waters  thereof  roar  and  be  troubled, 
though  the  mountains  shake  with  the  swelling  thereof. 

There  is  a  river,  the  streams  whereof  shall  make 
glad  the  city  of  God,  the  holy  place  of  the  tabernacles 
of  the  most  High. 

God  is  in  the  midst  of  her;  she  shall  not  be  moved: 
God  shall  help  her,  and  that  right  early.  .  .  . 

Be  still,  and  know  that  I  am  God:  I  will  be  exalted 
among  the  heathen,  I  will  be  exalted  in  the  earth. 

The  Lord  of  hosts  is  with  us ;  the  God  of  Jacob  is 
our  refuge.

WHEN  thou  passest  through  the  waters,  I  will 
be  with  thee ;  and  through  the  rivers,  they  shall 
not  overflow  thee:  when  thou  walkest  through  the 
fire,  thou  shalt  not  be  burned;  neither  shall  the 
flame  kindle  upon  thee. 

For  I  am  the  Lord  thy  God,  the  Holy  One  of 
Israel,  thy  Saviour:  I  gave  Egypt  for  thy  ransom, 
Ethiopia  and  Seba  for  thee.  .  .  . 

In  all  their  affliction  he  was  afflicted,  and  the 
angel  of  his  presence  saved  them:  in  his  love  and  in 
his  pity  he  redeemed  them;  and  he  bare  them,  and 
carried  them  all  the  days  of  old.

COME  unto  me,  all  ye  that  labour  and  are  heavy 
laden,  and  I  will  give  you  rest.

I  WILL  bless  the  Lord  at  all  times :  his  praise  shall 
continually  be  in  my  mouth.

1  sought  the  Lord,  and  he  heard  me,  and  delivered 
me  from  all  my  fears. 

They  looked  unto  him,  and  were  lightened:  and 
their  faces  were  not  ashamed. 

This  poor  man  cried,  and  the  Lord  heard  him, 
and  saved  him  out  of  all  his  troubles. 

The  angel  of  the  Lord  encampeth  round  about 
them  that  fear  him,  and  delivereth  them. 

O  taste  and  see  that  the  Lord  is  good:  blessed  is 
the  man  that  trusteth  in  him. 

O  fear  the  Lord,  ye  his  saints:  for  there  is  no 
want  to  them  that  fear  him.  .  .  . 

The  righteous  cry,  and  the  Lord  heareth,  and 
delivereth  them  out  of  all  their  troubles. 

The  Lord  is  nigh  unto  them  that  are  of  a  broken 
heart;  and  saveth  such  as  be  of  a  contrite  spirit. 

Many  are  the  afflictions  of  the  righteous :  but  the 
Lord  delivereth  him  out  of  them  all.

HE  hath  not  dealt  with  us  after  our  sins;    nor 
rewarded  us  according  to  our  iniquities. 
For  as  the  heaven  is  high  above  the  earth,  so 
great  is  his  mercy  toward  them  that  fear  him.

But  the  mercy  of  the  Lord  is  from  everlasting  to 
everlasting  upon  them  that  fear  him,  and  his 
righteousness  unto  children's  children; 

To  such  as  keep  his  covenant,  and  to  those  that 
remember  his  commandments  to  do  them.

WHY  sayest  thou,  O  Jacob,  and  speakest, 
O  Israel,  My  way  is  hid  from  the  Lord,  and 
my  judgment  is  passed  over  from  my  God  ? 

Hast  thou  not  known?  hast  thou  not  heard,  that 
the  everlasting  God,  the  Lord,  the  Creator  of  the 
ends  of  the  earth,  fainteth  not,  neither  is  weary? 
there  is  no  searching  of  his  understanding.

Even  the  youths  shall  faint  and  be  weary,  and  the 
young  men  shall  utterly  fall: 

But  they  that  wait  upon  the  Lord  shall  renew 
their  strength;  they  shall  mount  up  with  wings  as 
eagles;  they  shall  run,  and  not  be  weary;  and  they 
shall  walk,  and  not  faint.

PEACE  I  leave  with  you,  my  peace  I  give  unto 
you:   not  as  the  world  giveth,  give  I  unto  you. 
Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled,  neither  let  it  be 
afraid.

THE  Lord  is  my  light  and  my  salvation:  whom 
shall  I  fear?  the  Lord  is  the  strength  of  my 
life ;  of  whom  shall  I  be  afraid  ? 

When  the  wicked,  even  mine  enemies  and  my 
foes,  came  upon  me  to  eat  up  my  flesh,  they 
stumbled  and  fell. 

Though  an  host  should  encamp  against  me,  my 
heart  shall  not  fear :  though  war  should  rise  against 
me,  in  this  will  I  be  confident.

Lord,  we  believe;  help  Thou  our 
unbelief,  and  lift  us  above  the  shadows  of  earth  into 
the  light  of  Thy  countenance,  and  the  comfort  of 
Thy  presence.  Hear  us  in  our  prayers  for  Thy 
servant  whom  Thou  hast  called  to  the  fellowship 
of  the  Saviour's  sufferings.  May  he  find  in  his  pain 
the  blessing  which  all  Thy  discipline  contains;  and 
dispose  him  to  discern  the  working  of  Thy  hand,  and 
the  graciousness  of  Thy  purpose.  Let  not  this 
darkness  hide  Thee  from  him ;  but  may  he  feel  Thee 
to  be  near,  and  know  Thee  to  be  good.  Fill  his  heart 
with  Thy  consolations;  and  give  him  grace  to  learn 
Thy  solemn  lessons,  that  when  he  is  raised  up  from 
this  bed  of  pain  he  may  walk  before  Thee  in  newness 
of  life:  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 
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(2)  O  Lord  our  God,  who  art  the  physician  of  our 
souls  and  of  our  bodies,  who  chastenest  and  again 
healest:  we  beseech  Thee  mercifully  to  look  upon 
Thy  servant,  who  seeketh  in  faith  the  blessing  of 
renewed  life  at  Thy  hand.  O  Thou  who  didst  send 
Thy  Son  to  bear  our  sicknesses  and  carry  our 
sorrows,  for  the  sake  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord 
have  mercy  upon  this  Thy  servant,  and  give  unto 
him  to  experience  Thy  healing  power  and  virtue. 
Into  Thy  hands  we  commit  him ;  unto  Thy  gracious 
mercy  and  protection  we  commend  the  keeping  of 
his  soul  and  body,  as  unto  a  faithful  Creator  and 
most  merciful  Saviour.  Amen. 

(j)  Lord,  behold,  he  whom  Thou  loves t  is  sick, 
but  come  and  lay  Thine  hand  upon  him  that  he  may 
live.  Look,  O  merciful  Lord  of  life  and  health, 
upon  our  loved  one  in  his  sickness.  Restore  him  to 
health  and  strength,  if  it  be  Thy  gracious  will. 
Give  him  in  the  time  of  bodily  weakness  the  renewal 
of  Thy  Spirit,  and  the  upholding  power  of  Thy  love; 
and  as  all  things  work  together  for  good  to  them  that 
love  Thee,  so  do  Thou  shed  abroad  in  his  heart  Thy 
love,  that  out  of  his  weakness  he  may  be  made  strong 
in  Thee,  to  bear  and  do  Thy  will  and  shew  forth  Thy 
love:  for  the  sake  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

(4)  O  Lord  God,  in  whose  hand  is  the  soul  of  every 
living  thing,  and  the  breath  of  all  mankind:  regard 
with  tender  compassion  this  Thy  servant,  whom  it 
hath  pleased  Thee  to  visit  with  affliction.  Be 
graciously  near  to  him  in  the  hour  of  his  need.  Grant 
unto  him,  we  beseech  Thee,  true  repentance  for  all 
his  sins,  a  firm  and  steady  trust  in  the  merits  of 
Thy  Son  Jesus  Christ,  and  grace  to  be  in  perfect 
charity  with  all  men.  Enable  him  to  cast  all  his 
cares  on  Thee,  and  to  yield  himself  with  childlike 
submission  to  Thy  righteous  will. 
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God  of  all  power  and  grace,  bless,  we  entreat 
Thee,  the  means  used  for  his  recovery;  stay  the 
violence  of  disease;  and  raise  him  up  from  his  bed  of 
pain;  that  being  delivered  by  Thy  compassion  he 
may  walk  before  Thee  in  newness  of  life.  (But  if, 
O  most  wise  and  merciful  Father,  this  sickness 
should  be  unto  death,  grant  him,  we  humbly  implore 
Thee,  a  comfortable  release  from  his  sufferings.) 
Let  the  arms  of  Thine  everlasting  love  be  around 
him,  and  when  flesh  and  heart  do  fail,  be  Thou  the 
strength  of  his  heart,  and  his  portion  for  evermore: 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

(5)  O  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  Thou  great  Physician: 
look  with  Thy  gracious  favour  upon  this  Thy  ser 
vant;    give  wisdom  and  discretion  to  those  who 
minister  to  him  in  his  sickness;  bless  all  the  means 
used  for  his  recovery;   stretch  forth  Thy  hand  and, 
if  it  be  Thy  will,  restore  him  to  health  and  strength, 
that  he  may  live  to  praise  Thee  for  Thy  goodness  and 
Thy  grace:  to  the  glory  of  Thy  Holy  Name.     Amen. 

Thanksgiving  for  Recovery. 

(6)  Our  God  and  Father,  we  bless  Thee  for  Thy 
saving  health,  and  praise  Thee  for  Thy  great  mercy 
in  restoring  him  who  was   sick.     In  the  time  of 
trouble  Thou  hast   been  gracious  unto  us.     Thy 
chastening  hand  was  upon  us,  but  it  was  a  hand  of 
love.     Grant  that  this  visitation  may  leave  such 
a  blessing  behind  it  that  our  future  life  may  mani 
fest  more  devotion  to  our  Saviour,  more  humility 
and    love,    more    earnestness    of    heart    and    life. 
O  Holy  Spirit,  deepen  Thy  work  in  our  souls,  com 
fort  us  with  Thine  indwelling  and  abiding  presence, 
and  sanctify  us  wholly,  that  with  thankful  hearts 
we  may  henceforth  be  Thine  entirely  and  live  only 
to  Thy  glory.     Grant  this  for  the  sake  of  Jesus 
Christ.    Amen. 
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(7)  O  Heavenly  Father,  help  us  to  trust  our  loved 
ones  to  Thy  care.  When  sorrow  darkens  our  lives, 
help  us  to  look  up  to  Thee,  remembering  the  cloud 
of  witnesses  by  which  we  are  compassed  about. 
And  grant  that  we  on  earth,  rejoicing  ever  in  Thy 
presence,  may  share  with  them  the  rest  and  peace 
which  Thy  presence  gives:  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.  Amen.
